Our Departure out of France* 

ALL Mankind have a certain Natural pro- 
penfity to Curiofity, but Young peof>le 
nave commonly a greater Inclination to 
fitisne their own Fancies, taken up for the moft 
Ijiart with Novelties, than thofe who are an:Ived 
^o a ripe Age^ For my part having always beea 

B '* inQaaMi 
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/ 'J l^oyage to the Eaft-IndicsJ 

ihftamed with a moft ardent defire of Travelling,' 
aiter I had finiflied the courie of my Studies,, I 
left Pan's with no other rciblution than to leave 
IWncs^ and by xhe Conyerfation with Foreigners 
to make m}' lelf acquainted with their Grenius*^ 
and Manners. . 

Being informed th;it the "Roysi Eaft-India Com- ^ 
pany was Equipping fome Ships at Port^^pyal^ l' 
direfted my courfe thither, #nd cntrcd my felf in- 
to their Service.; in a Ship of 400 Tuns , cal* 

. led the 5m^«|, Commanded by Oiptaiti Merchahd^ 
and left that Harbour Withlft 14 days after, Jfithe 
Company of the Goldetp-Eavle. But we hdd icarce 
been a few Houts undef Sail, when a Calm 6b- 

^. bilged us to come to an Anchor, near the Uleof 
Gray ^ aboUt a Leagues firom the French Shoar^ 
where we reqiainM till the next Morning, wheni 
with a fatfli Gale of Nprth-Eaft Wind^ we feori 
Ibft fight of our Native Sho^. 

The firft inconvcniency I was fenfible of in thiir 
' Voyage, wa^, my being Sea-Sick, as well as all 
the reft, who were moft acquainted before with 
the .Watery Element, but a little time cured us of 
that Diftempeif. For 8 days together ve (aw no- 
thing but the Sea and the Skies,< when at iaft our 
Sentries difcovered 4 Sails to the Windward df 
us, and we being at that time engaged in a War 
with Spain^ our Captain was getting every diing 
ready, in cafediere fliould beany occafionof en- 
gaging rfie Enemy : ordering tne Gotdm-lBagte ^ 
who was a nimbler Sailer than we, to endeavour 
to come up with them firft: But having (bon 
difcovered them to be French Ships , bound for 
Nepffoundiamd, we continuM our voyage without 
any further hinderance ; till fbme days after, when 
a moft fiirioas Tempeft arofe, which lafted near 

s 1 8 Hours, put us into no &iaU diftrefi' }. &arce 
had we efcaped that danger, bat we were thrown in- 
to another, no lefs dai^gerous than the former^ 
•For our Ship 5prung a L^k^ and then fell inluck 
A vaft quantity c# Water, , that bo& our Fdmps 
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remainder of the day in making ^ood .Cbeer fbr 
Joy of having cfcapca ib imminenia danger. The * 
^lott Morning by break %f day, wc came in fight 
cf a very laige Ship, and toe Golden-Eagle heme 
advanced within Canon-Shot, gave her the Signal 
of Striking: huiiEnding her eot to -comply imme- 
4iately witnourxJefire, weputout the V\ hitc Flag» ^, 
when flie inftantly lower'a her Top Sail. Thg^ . 
was a Ship belonging to Dief, whidi wasbouna

iiiahcmetans^ but befides this, they ufe many luper- 
ftitious Ceremonies , which have not the leaft Af- 
finity with thofe prefcrlb'd in the Alcoran. They 
are generally very obliging to fuch Strangepi as 
chance to Land on their Coaft ; but Stealing is 
fb common a pm£l:ice with them, that one is ob- 
liged to be conftantly upon one's guard. They 
Live forthemoft part upon what they catch when 
they"g6'^a Hnnting, and their Bread is made of 
Millet , they haying no great ftore of Rice or 
Wheat. ^ 

But I wiJl not pretend to enlarge my felf here 
upon their manner of living, others having liiffi- 
cientiy acquitted themfelves as ta this part before ' 
me; and, as 1 have taken a relblution to deal 
with the utmoft fincerity in all reipedb , fo I. 
will <onfefe ingenioufly, that I had not fcfficient 
opportunity to inform my felf fully concerning all 
matters relating to this people, vre not ftaying here 
;iny longer than was ablblutely requifite, for the 
' pn)viding us with neCelSry ref refhmcnts. 
. . For after a ftay^ of i x days,* the Wind being fa- 

.^ourable, we wdghed Anchor, and put again to 
Sea^ but before we loft fight of the Shoar, we 
^ere becafaq^ for iooK d^ys> 4uring which time^

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we diverted our felves with Flftiing, but t/pcGi- 
.^Uy with catching of 2^ry///«/5 (which the PortU" 
guefes catt Tuber Qs) of whom we took a confi-The FifK 
derable number, onlv, to ;have the liitisfiiftion of called tLe* 
i^Uing them; they oeing feldora made ufe of, but ^«/». 
in caie of the greateft extreniity , b^caufe their 
Flefli is extreamly hard and ftarce digeftible. 
There are fom'e of them of that bignefs as to be 
able to iwallow a Man ; the Females b^ar their ** 
Young ones in^their Bellies, without the leaftap- 
pearance of any Sj^awn j I have found a do^^en 
Young ones at .a timCj which being cut oyt of 
,the Bellies of the Old oiiesf, were a Foot and half 
long , and much better to Eat than the great 
ones. : 

There aire alfo feveral other (orts of Fifli catch'd 
betwixt the . two ^Tropicks ^ and atnong other^ 
thofe call'd by the Porfuguefes^ Bonites^ a very de^ Sonitef. 
licious Fifh, and one or tHe^ beft in thpft Seas. 
The flying Filh are to be met with here in great 
numbers, refenibling both Jn (hape and bignefi Flyings 
our Herrings, their Witigs being not unlike toFiflx- 
thofe of a Flittermoufe/ ■ They cannot make uie 
•of them unlefs they be wet , which makes theni 
'continually plunge themfelves iA the Water. It ' \ 
is the moft (urprixing thing in the'World to fee 
4;hen>, in lb prodigious numbers , if it be conlj- 
* der'd that they are (urrounded in both the Ele- ^ 

ments by their Enemies, who gives them but lit-, 
'tie reft, whereeyer they nleet with them ; for the 
Birds cpntinualiy perlecute them in the Air, and 
when they feek for refuge in the Water; the 
SoHhej, who have a great antipathy againft them, 
devou^them ;. fo that whereever thby are, they are 
never fecufe againft their Enemies. 

We piafs'd the Equino(9:ial Line about ^ Weeks 
after our departure from Caj^ Verd^ and about a 
JS^onth after the Tropick c^ Caprkorh. 

Hifberto we had met with no coiifiderable dif. . 

B&ctf during our whole Voyage ; but now the 
C^J^^B^gi^ oebg deftkute of frefli Water , ^v^ 
^ . B ? were 
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were fain to (hare ours with her, and the nc:^ 
folio wing Night were fcparated from one another 
by ftrels of Weather. But the worft of all was^ 
that our- Ship fpning ^ days after ^ther Leak^ 
which let in the Water in fuch a (][uantity, as ta 
make us liiflBciently (enfible of our iinmincnt dan* 
jger, of being inevitably loft, we.beingattoo great 
a difliance from any Shoar, to entertain tnc leaft 
hopes of efcaping the danger ; but we hadonc^ 
piore .tlie good Fortune tp find out ihe Leak, 
^ ^ and by 4pplymg fpeedy and cflFcftiial Remedicjj^ 
againft the evil, that a few Hours before threat- 
ned our defttuftion, the hopes of Life l?ecan tQ 
irefettle our difturbed Spirit*, which the rear of 
our approaching cruel Fate and ^e cohftant fir 
tigues had almoft robbM m of before. But we 
Were tor a confiderable time afiserwards peftered 
bjr' contrary Winds, (b that we did not come 
Within fight of ^clSlp Daufhin, { called* t>y the 
fortuguefes^ $t. Laurence^ and by the Natives, Ma^ 

dagajtar,) under the z6Ai Degree of the Southern 
Latitude, till 7 Weeks aftei^ we had pafe'd .the 
Tropick oSCafricom, on the Weft-fide, which did 
not a little lurpHze our Pilates, who believed to 
have -been on the Eaft fide of it. We were put 
, to iio final 1 ttouble. and ^dur*d great fatigues, 
before wie could double the Soijithern Capeorthi« 

. Ifland, by reafon of the contrary Winds. It waaf 
then that Diftempers began to reign among out 
Ships Crew, two thirds of them being dimbled" 
by the Scurvy ; this is'that (o much dreaded Sea^ 

- plague, which the French Sea-Men call the Evi| 
of the Land, becaufe it is from thence aloiie thcy. 
cxpeft the^ cure of this dreadful Diftemper. There 
were very few of the whole Ships Grew , whqf 
had not their fhare of it, and uiis joyned with 
thejcontinuat fatigues, occafioned by the fury of 
contrary Winds, put us almoft m deflpair, as t)^r 
ing bereaved of all hopes of reaching the Shoar, 
iff Providence had not delivered us again by MU 
i-acle. For the Wind wheeling aboqt, all iipoii a

It, never 
Plains here, but towards the end of Aprily or the be- 
'ginning of March ; about which time, the Hurri- 
canes being fb frequent on this Coaft, Ships can- 
^ not approach, much lefi ride at Anchor, with- ■ 
out gteat danger •, the Ifland being deftitute of' 
jfafe Harbours. ;From the time of the firft Eftab- 
lifhment of the jFr^wcA iA this Ifland, 'till our Ar- 
rival, there has not been one inftance^ that.Tra- 
. ' vellers who came to this Ifland were 'ever troubled 

with any Diftdnipers ; on the contrary, 'tis Verjr 
rare but luch as'are afHi&ed with different^Dileafes, • 
js Health' are teftored to their Health yi a little rime ; four-

The Bananas or Indian Figs, are no Ieftplenti-S*n»na5 
.fijhere, and of a raoft delicious Tafte. The Tree*'.*™*"" 
iorftalk on which they gr6w is different fromours;^^' 
It feldom grt)ws above 8 or 1 6 Foot high, with- 
out any Branches ; quite on the Top of the Trunk, 
there grouts out a tingle bunch or clufter, of the 
'thicknefi of aMan'sArm, and about ^ Fgotlong, 
round which the Bananas hang like Grapes. The 
.Fruit differs. as well in Colour, as in Tafte arid 
BieneS. The leafl: of tbefe Figs are about 5 In- 
ches long, and x in circumference, the biggelt are 
near a Foot long ; dieir Skin grows yellow as tliey 
Ripen, and neverthelels fane of them remain al- 
ways Green ; their Peel IS pretty thick, not very ■ 
cleft to thePblp, which is very White, and of an 
admirable Tafte, and the Tree bears this Fruit alji 
the Year round. ^ 

The Ananas don't grow ib plentifully, but arejj, a-. 
much finer than the Bananas ; they are of an Oval 
figure, coming near in bignefi to our Melons, ' 
their Colour inclining' to yellow, and their Skin is 
not unlike to the Pine-Apple ; ■ on the Top of the 
■ Fruit grows a certain Green knot, reftpibling in 
fliapc a Coronet, which together with its excel- 
lent flavour, has. ^iven it the name of the King 
of Fruits; it is very hot, conftquently dangerous to 
beeaten in great quantities, buf when it is ufed, ic, 
is eaten "^itli Wine and_ Sugar ; ic produces no *■..

fieur Carva^ immediately fent u^ feme Provifions, 
Pikts, ..and Sea-Men, to affift us in making the 
River, but. they did not ccnne on Botrd of us^ till i 
the ii^d. The fit. John Hoy leaving been driven 
in the laft Storm upon a Sand Bank, had alfo the 
good fortune to get clear by the help of die 
Tyde.-. 

With the afliftance of thofe^ fent us from Surmt, i 
we /made the ^iver, which however by reafon of 
the (wiftnefiof the Current we did not ^nter with- 
out much difficulty, but at laft Arrived lafely near 
the Garden of the Company , winch is not above 
a quarter of a Leagi^ on this fide of the Gity of 
SurattCi 

The Veffel in which J came, was immediately 
ordered to be Careened, and being freight^ fpr 
MafuJipAtan^ departed towards the end of Novem- 
ber y the St . John returned to the Ifle Dauphine^ 
and the Mas^arJpe Frigat, which Arrived not tiU 
a confiderable time after, being an Old Ship, and 
no longer able to endure the Sea, was broke to 
pieces.

Of the City <>/Suratte- 

^ H E City IS Situate under the one and Twen- ' , 
-*- tieth Degree of Nor^ Latitude, and is one of 

' die moft coafidcrable Forts in the Empire of the 
Great Mogul. It is verjr large and populous. Built 
upon the Banks of a fair River, which runs under 
its .Walls, and about :j Leagues from thence diC • 
embogui^s into the Sea; When I Arrived near tlie 
City, the Gates were not. fhut u^ ^ the Jnhabi- - . 

. tants were obliged ^for their Security to a .neigh- 
bouring Prince called Se^dgi^ who by his frequent 
Incurfions has caufed them to ii^rround their City 
with a good Wall, and to be conftantly upon 
their Guard. The Sand Banks which are at the . 
Entrance of this River, are very uncertain, being 
by the violence of the Current frequently tran/po- 
(ed &om one place to another, (b that the^ are 
rarely to be met wirfial two Years together in the 
fame place, which renders the paflage of Ships both 
very troubleiome and dangerous. * 

The Streets of ^iirtf«e are handfome enough, 
but they have this inconvenience, thattthcy are ve- Street's of 
ry A\\^y duriog the dry Seafbn, Which the Iwij^wj Sura tee. 
call their Summer, tho* all the time the Sun is at 
die greateft diftance from them. To remedy this, . 
they continually water the Streets , efpeicially in 
tiioleparts where the better fort Inljabit. Thehou^ 
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^ " fes zrc here but one Stoi^r high, thofeof the com- 
mon people are covered with Tiles ; but peoplfe df 
paflbions Houles ^re flat at Top, with Terrace 
Walks, mafle with a certain fort of Plafter; whkH 
appear* as beautiful as White Marble, and keeps - 
out the Rajn, they have only a little rifipg in th^ * 
middle, for the tetter convenience of conveying 
the Water into tjie Streets ; abundance of people 
pafi whole Nights upon theft Terraces , to enjojr 
the benefit of me ^ool Air. . -l 

All Houfes of people of any Falhion, have their 
T^#/f G«r« Gardens iiirrounded with fine Arbj>urs ^ bearing 
^r ' Grapes twictf a Year. ' Befides which, they have

fhofe they call Mongrin^ which being not unlike 
bur JaJJjmin Flowers, are in great regueft amon|;

it Sun-Set ; and others of which the Flowers open 
at Sun-Set, and de(?ay atSun-rifing i and tlie whoj^ .

A further Defiription of SmzXXQ. 

A Bout a quarter of a League from Suratte^ there 
is a great Tancke or Ciftern, made of Free- 
^ Stone. It was Built by a Rich Banjnn^ and is of 
a §reat Circumferclice ; you go into it by^a fair 

Sair of Stairsi and in the middle you ^e a little 
^eiriplc Qontecraced to their Gods, unto whom, 
they oS'er their Prayex'ff', after they have Bathed 
themfelves. The Walks leading to it are very fine- 
ly Planted with Trees, and are Ibok'd upon as the 
inoft plealant of the whole Country. There are 
pMiA ^^ about Suratte^ publ^ck Gardens, which being 
B0t40v. ^^^y neatly kept, want nothiQg that may recreate 
the Eye , and ar€^• of free accefi for every Bo* 
■ dy. V ' _ 

The B^^Jans Inhabiting Surane^ are indeed the 
Richeft, and have the chief managemeiat of the 
».Traffick throughout the JWw ^ . ne verthelefi, the 
Mmts or Mabcmetans live in much more fplendbr. 
If a perfon of Qjiality happens to pals through tKe 
City, upon any Solemn bccafion, he has his Trumr 
pets before him, which being 8 or i o Fbot long, 
and proponionableinbigneis, make a plealant and 
Warlike Harmony. 

After the Example of tbcfc. Foreigners who bear 
wy cgnfiderable Office have the Rxms of the 

Princes 
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Winces or Common-wealths^ whom they firve, 
carried before them, and have likewifc their Trum- 
pets, which attend them where ever they go. 

At about a Lea^e diftant from the City, there 
IS a Village wHich js inhabited only by Petjians or ^f yiUMg9 
Farjis^ who adore the Sun and Fire ; hither the In- inhabited 
habitants of 5«M^/^ cplne frequently to drink Palip- ^^7 Perfi- 
Wine; which they call Tdry. > It is a moft delicious ^ns. 
ibrt of Liquor; how it is made, I fliajl haveocca- * 
fion to mention hereafter. All round the City is a 
fair, champagne and fertile Country ; they Sow to- 
wards the end of Seftember^ when tne rainy Seafbn 
is 6ver, abundance of Wheat, which they reap in 
January, ^ ' ^ ^ 

The Air of Swratte is very good ; it is never coI4 
herev and the heats are pretty tolerable. ^ 

The Port ofSovaly is about four Leagues to the 
Nor/A-Wy?, this is the place where all Foreign Ships ^ r r 
come to Anchor, but they can fcarce abide there c^L!!! 
longer than from OBober till May, the reft of the 
Year being very dangerous for Ships, by rea- 
ibh of the frement Tempos and changeablenefe of 
the Winds. There are i. great many fair Villages 
round the Harbours, among which Sovaly has com- 
municated its Name to the Port, is the moft confi- 
derable. Here moft of the European Companies 
liaye their Ware-houfcs and Offices, which they a-* 
<fom with the Arms of their Principals to whom * : 
. they belong. The Greap Mi>iuPs Subjefts are not 

Sermitted to enter the Port or Sc^aly^ for fear they 
lould defraud him of the Cuftoms, none but the 
Europeans enjoy this Privilege. Thefe draw to this 
Village great number of Banjans, Moors and P^^' 
ATis^ ^ho during the time, that the European Veflels 
tarry in tliis Port, let up their Booths, Which be- 
ing put in good order, and' divided into feve- 
r^r Streets, make up a kind of a moveable Village, 
wh^re they fell every thing, which may be ufeiul 
to the Foreign Mariners. TTiere hajjned feme 
years before my arrival, an unlucky accident to a 
^r^chfrton in mU P^rt, which had been likely to 
* - have 
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jbaft proved of vary tit confequence. A KUhama^ 
httt came cm board a B^tneh VeiGTel to cheapen ibme 
things, and amongft the reft, adced them^ whether: 
they had any Piftols to fell? Several pair having 
been '{hew*d him, he west td difcharge oiie of diem 
out of a Window in the C^bin, but h^ who was 
the Sdler, finding him very unexpert imhandling 
of Fire-arms^ todc one swa difcharged it himfelf; 
but the Piftol being chared with three Bullets, he 
unfortunately (hotii young Child wliich was play- 
ing a flioar, thrmigh the Breaft, of which it died 
inflantly. The news of thb unfortunate accident 
Was &(m fpread, not only through the Vilinge, but 
in Surattc it felf, where the Rabble began to be mu- 
tinous, and tp declare pdhliddy, that they would 
not reit fatis(i»l, till they mi Sacrificed all the Frendk 
in Sitratte^ and had revenged the Death of the Child 
ypon a Nation, who made killing and (laying their 
Pafi-tlme; fo that for feveral days together,, no 
frenchman durft ftir out o( the Doors. At laft, the 
Fonfen, who by hik carele^efi had been the occa& 
onofthisunfortunaHie aqcldent) haying by ibme. of 
his Friendsi, convinced them of his innocence, die 
matter was accmnmodated, and tlie .Tumultf ceafed* 
For it hapned, that the Child that was killed, be<i 

' longed ^Q^Pagm Parents, lb that they were appeat 
ed hy the me^s of a Sum of Moxiey, under condi- 
tion, that ibe who had committed tne Fad:, fliould 
not be permitted to come afhoax, .bujt to return into 

1 Ewrtffffy by the fime Veffei that had brought hii]ji 
. thither. If this Child had been a Mahometan^ he 
would not vhave come off at (b ea6e a rate^ biit

lick Excrciie of their Religion, in the Territories,' 
undel* the ]uri(3i6Kon of the Mahometans, neverthe- 
lefi they are not debarr'd frpm Worfhip/ping God 
in private. There are certain private Conv«its, (uch 
a one the French Cafuchinshzve at Surapte j but they 
are forbidden under pai|i of Death to teach any 
thing to the Mahometans j which may induce them 
to embrace the Chrifiian Faith, and if a Mahometan 
be fii(pe£i;ed to have received the leaft tinfhire of 
Chrifiianity, he is Condemned to the Flames, un- 
lels he will five his life by a publick Profeliion of 
Mahometifo.

Chriftians, of the Greel^ Church, who have their 
Churches, as well as ihtHsmanCatholicks^ the JB«j- 
HJh, Dmch^ and other Burofedn Nations ; but the 
xQ: of Mahomet is the moft prodpminant in die 
Indies y and otherparts of Afia, bother its number 
and ftrength. The Great Mogul himftlfi is a Ma- 
^ hometan, andmoft of his 3ubje6i:, follow his Foot-, 
fteps. r ^ 
Parfis in There is alfo in the Indies another fort of PeopleJ 
^tf Indies. ^^^ ^^J'^ ^^ ^^fi'i defcended from the race of 
uie Anti^ht Perfiansy who being forced out ot their 
Native Country by the firft Mahometans, endea- 
voured to preferve their lives from the rage of their 
Efiemies by flight. .^ They were tols'd upon the Sea, 
for a confiderable time, and . many of them being 
loft in their Voyage, three of their Veffels came to 
the Indian (hoar, whereof the firft fet up themfelVes 
, near Suraue^ the fecond at Dieu, and the third at 
Gandaip^ & Town betwixt Suratte and Daman. They 
are neither very Numerous nor Rich, one of the 
fundamental Rules of their Faith is, not to wear a- 
ny other Ar6is but a little Knife ;^ they refpefl; and 
adore the Sun,and the FirelikeDeitieSjand they look 
upon it as a great crime to e^inguifli a Candle, or 
a): leaft they muft do it by a fiidden Agitation oF 
the Candle, if they would not have it burn an^ 
Jonger. Their Lamp$ and Fire-places are their 
;' ' Altarsi 
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Altars ; they neither Interr nor bum thdr D^d; 
they make certain Cifteips in the Ground, covered 
with an Iron Grat^, ^herc they cxpoife their dead 
Con)s to the Rays of the Sun, 

Thoughall thofe who don't receive Baptiim, may 
be numbrea among the Parans^ ind that the Farfis 
are (uch in efFeft^ neverthelefi, the Indians^ byrea- 
Ibn of the plurahty of their Gods,jmay moft pro* 
perly be comprehended under that Natoe ; . iuch be- 
ing thcit ridiculous Superftition, as to extend to ^ 
the adoration of Adders, Serpents^ and other Crea^ 
tures. , 

• All the Pagans have a great Veneration for Apes 
and Oxen ; tney are divide(^ into feveral Races, Fa- ^ 
milies and Seats, which the Portfiguefis comprehend 
under the Name of Cajla. ^ : 

The chiefeft and moft confiderable among them 3£^ Bra. 
is, that of the Bramans^ or Bragmans-^ t^ele arenttns. 
Pricfts, who by an indilpenfible Rule, are tied to 
Eat nothing that has or may have enjoyed life, and. 
to live upon Fruits, Pulfe, and Milk Meats, nor 
to drink any ftrong Liquor. They are fo rigorous 
in their Falts, as toeat but once in three days ^ they 
are reft)e<9:ed by all the reft as their SupeHours j they 
are forbidden the ule of Arms, and dare not kill either 
Man nor Bcaft, though in their own Defence ; they " 
receive the offerings of the People made to their 
Gods; The poorer^^lbrt appear ii^ the Morning 
near the Banks of Rivers, where they pray forluch 
as come there to walh and purifie thcmlelves; which 
done, they touch their Fore-heads with a little Bo- 
lus or fome other Colour, which they perlwade the 
People to have a vertue of preferving them that 
day againft any finifter Acciaent, in recompence 
ot which they receive the Alms of the People, 
wherewith they maintain 'their Families. 

The Banjans are the next in order, but thejj are 2jj^ ^ui* 
not permitted to enter their Temples, unlefi it h^\zt\s. 
to bring their Offerings to the Idol. As for their 
manner of living, they obferve very near the fame 
Rules as the Br^mans ^. they are chiefly employed in 

managing 
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managing tbe TrafEch of the Indies; and are mor^. 
^pert at It, than tke reft of the ImUanK Both die 
• ivamdns zxi<SiBa*^ans follow the opmioii of P^h^^ 
gorasy concerning the tranfinigration of the Soul, be* 
ucviog that fo foon as the $oul leaves the Body, it. 
is tranfpknted into another ; for which realibn it Is 
that tftejr neither kill* noir pemiitto be.kilPd, any 
Sving Creature : Ana fbtne are fo firftple; as to dt^ 
feibMte daily, certain quantities of Br^ad tothei^r , 
pogs, becauft, fiy they, it mar i^legdh .the Gods, 
to transplant one day meir Souls into more nobk 
Bodies. 

'. There is befides thefe an infinite nunB^ 
Seflis among the Pagans^ each ProteHion maintain* 
Jng a particular Race ; Bpt they are not all ty'd to 
the .jiame aufterity of Life. Some of them will 
> , &t Fifti, others all forts of Meat, except Beef. 
Afendl* There is a- certain Ging of them, wno making a 
cants m (hew of Po\^erty, fpcnd all their days in Begging^ 
^A# Jjidies.and as they are much r^fpt&xd Vhere ever thejr 
come, ib tfcey rather command than beg Alms* 
^ They flock in gi:eat numbers about the Country,; 
. cfj^ially near their Tethfles^ theyareverVinfolentjg 
and let their Hair grow very long, 'to qiftinguiflf 
themfelvcs from the otlier Pagans^ who ihave dSemr . 
felycs a|lover, unlefe it bfe a lock, which they leave 
on thfe top of the Head as a Mark of their Religion/. 
Thole who let their Hair grajRr thus long, make ufe. 
^f a certain Pill, which makes; tfe Hair grow both"^ 
very thick and long. I hive ftet^ fome of them wear 
^eir Hair near two Fathoms long. . ^ . , .. 
tert^in Pih There are Ibme who call themfelves Fa/fulrs j tiiefe . 
^ fries in t^ake a Vow to remain for feveral Years together in. 
^^^Jfadies. their Tm»p/^j, either Standing, Sitting, their Arms 
a*Crofi, or lifted up, or in any "other pofture they ' 

JMtch upon, without changing their Station ; and 
bt'f^r, that in their fleep, they fliould alter their 
Pofture, and confequently break their Vow, they 
caufe themfel ves to be tiedf in the l&me Pofture thtfi 
have dbofen, and thus coptinue till the time of 
their Vo>y be expired j duKh^ which, thofe thaL.

iiandsofthem bj'Poi&n. The many- tragical in-i^i^/jj// 
fiances of thts>«Kture, did oblige at lafr4^efePrin<:e8Cifj2m«^^ 
^Vfho were not always exempt bxm the cruel defigns infroAtM^ 
cf tiic Women, to make a Law, that att Women of ' 
vrhat Age and Qiiaiity lbev«r, (hould'be Uimt with 
dbe dead Carcafies of their Husbaads, To give the 
becGnr colour tp this crud Decree, it wasback^d by 
zhfi ^ecious pretact of RsltgionV prdnii(ing a large 
iliare of Enjoyment to thole unfcm^ate Oeatiires, 
id the other World. Befides, that the Mramanf paid 
tb^U very near thefime-tevercnce as to their Dei- 
tica, hf which vmi gjory the crafty Priefts having' ^ 
gained upon the Weafcnefi oi their Sex, theyfre- 
«o!u6ndy cho& to make a vmue^of tteceifi)^, and- by

Many Ages after the Mahometans being become 

.Mafters of the greateft part of die Indies^ ' were for. 

.abolifliing this <lreadful Cuflom of forcing People t6 

i)e their own Executioners ; for which reafon it was 

ordained, diat none (hould be conftrained to 

Sacrifice themielves at their Husbands Funerals^ but 

that ihey (hould be left to their liberty, cither to (ur- 

vive or die with them. 

, * The Governours ^e in Perlbn to examine (iich of 

the Pagan Wonjien as ofier themfelvcs to. be Burnt; 

they are to endeavour by all fair means and pcriwa- 

fions, to divert ^hem from their defigns, and if Aqr 

l^rfift in their Refolutibn^ they a^e obligi^d to give 

their conlent, but with^ll to Keep them un£r a 

ftrifl: Guard, for fear, that if they fliould happen 

to change their mind, they may not be re(cuea out 

of their hands. They look upon this a^ -a very nc- 

' cdOfary precaution, the better to oblige them to m^ 

fle£l ierioufly upon what they undertake, before 

they enter upon lb fatal a Relblution v for dicre have 

not been Wanting inftances of thote, who at firft 

courted and demanded Death from the Governours 

with an undaunted Courage, who have been ftart* 

led and trembled at the fight , of the Funeral Pile, 

and too late repented themielves of tt^eir rafii- Vowa.^ 

The Ceremony is performed in the following

' Back, moft magnificently attired with a Garland pi 

Flowers about her Head 5 (he is forrpunded by fe- 

veral that play upon Mufical Inftruments, and fol^ 

lowed by her Kindred and Friends^ who Dancie and 

' , . . Sing 
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_ for' j6y, to Have (iich a* Heroine in their Famir 
ly, orto !» allyed to her by Friendfliip. Some- 
times they are carried by Water; when the dead 
Corps is, laid in the Boat^^ lb as that the Widow, 
who is feated upon a Chair, may fet her Feet a- 
'^ainftit. , . , _ . : / 

Being arrived at the place, the dead Corps is laid 
upon the Bank of the River, where the Widow * 

ii^alhesit; which done, it is. carried into a littfe 
Hutof feven or eight foot ftjuare, made for that 
piirpole of very dry Wood, covered with Reai, 
oip'd in on., Rpfin and Brimftofte, to render, it the 
inore Cofhbuftible ; ip has a little Door thr6ughi 
^hich the dead Body being conveyedinto the place, 
the Widow comes out of the Water, and thus wet, 
takes feveral rounds abdu^ the Funeral Pile, which 
done, flie embraces her Childrep, if {he have any, ^ 
and the reft of her Kindred or Friends there prefentj^ 
among, whom having diftfibuted what precious 
moveables fhe has aboiit her, ^ they are removed at a 
further di^ance, for fear their Tears Ihould difturb? 
her. Thus prepared (he enters the fatal placel oulL* :l 1 
where fhe is to faci^ifice her felf, and being ieateia ^^„ ^^^ 
upon a hiap of Straw, mix'd with fifimftobe, near /j/^^^; 
the dead Carcafi of her Husband, a 'Br.aman exhorts 
' her to conftancjf ^ comforting, her with the hopes qf 
being loon reunited with her own better half jdieii 
he gives her a Torch iti* one hand^ and ibme leaves 
bf a Book in which he h?^ been reading before in 
the other, if her heart don*t fail her, fhe fets the t^ile 
on fire herielf, but;if fhe be not courageous enough^ 
to do it, the Braman after being come out^ and fhut- 
.ting the door behind hirn^ does her this laft office;; 
whilft the SpeOiators fing certa?0 Songs to the Ho" 
nour and Fraife of the Lady, who' thus happily ha^ 
made her (elf a Sacrifice. , . . 

. The firft time that I was an Eye-witnefi of thisf- 
Tragical Ceremony,^ f took moft particular notice 
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Pile with a very fttled. Countenance, (hewing not 
the leaft marks of Ibrrow at her approaching fiire ; 
flie wiiji her own bands i^ fire to ihe*combuftibIe 
matter that fiirroundcd her; I'was very near the 
Pile, fb that I could exa£lly feq her hft up her de- 
ceafed Husband's Head,- and prefs her Cheeks to his, 

- .which done, (he pulled her Veil over her Face, 
and died without the leaft appearance of regret. 

Some time after, I (aw uich another SpeiSbicle, 
She that was to be (acrrSced, was not quite fo young 
h the former, and had prefs'd the lExecutibn of her 
Vpw with a great deal of Refclution, which how- 
ever began to fail her at that very time when (he 
flx)od moft in need of it ; for, (carce was (he en- 
cloJed v^ithin the Funeral Pile, but (he (trove by all 
means polCye to get out, but the Braman immedi- 
ately let fire to the Combuftihle Materials, and thus 
forced her to undergo that cruel fate, which (he had . 
fought for with (b much eagernefs. So (bon as the 
Bodies are con(umed by the Fire, their A(hes are 
thrown into the next River, and the Fariiilies of , 
^ tho(e Women who thus have (acrificed chemfelves, 

are in great efteem ever after among the Indians. • 
^ ^ 'In tho(c places where the Pagans are ab(blute Ma- . 
fters, this Law is put in Execution with the utmofl: 
(everity, the Women that don't voluntarily ofter 
thfemielves to be ficrificed, being conftrained by 
forf:e, to (atisfie the cruel L^w of their Native 
Country. ,. ^ 

■ But what is the moftfiirprifingof all, is, That 

. (Ibmetimes Men very far advanced in Y^ars, marry 
young Creatures of^feven or eight years of Age,' and 
\ the(e notwithftanding the M'nnocence and tender- 
ne(s of their Age, are forced ico conform themfelves 
to the barbarous cuftom of their Country, if their 
Husbands die before them- - 

There are (pme Kingdoms in the Indies^ where 
the(e Sacrifices are performed in a different manner. 
They diga deep hole in theGround,wherein they lay 

. the dead Corps , they make a great Fire round about 
it, For three days conlecutively 5 the Widow is led 

round 
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round about it, cpyercd with a certain Veil^ made \ 

pur of the Leaves pf the B^wiw^-Tree. and after' 
feaying taken her tiirns and bid ferewell to all her 
Friends, She throws her felf into the^Fire, where 
She is confumed to Alhes. ^^ '^ 

Others dig a Grave, wnerein they Bury the^w^rii/ ,- 
Dead Carcafe of the Husband, and the WidoW »f>J ^/^^ 
Being laid a-top of hini< they throw fo much Earth ^^^l/^^'^jST ^ , 
upon th^m as covers her Body quite up to the^''^^fi^'^^ 
Neckp then the ifr4w»4» approaches, and aftcj: Sla- 
ving imparted to the poor vi<9:iih his Confolations 
and BlelCng, he Strangles her, and then covers, 
them all over witfi Earth. 

^Thc King of Maudre has feldom lefi than ^ of - 
400 Wives, who are all obliged tD be Sacrificed, 
whenever he comes to Die. 

. There is another more Barbarous Cuftom ob- 
lerved at the Fi^neral Obfequies of the Princes of 
the Race of Sevagi ; for, all the Officers of his 
Hou(hol3 (which amount to a confiderable nuHK 
ber,) are Burnt with their Dead Corps ; .the fime is'; 
obferved in fevcral of the other petty Kingdoms oi 
flie Indies.

AS the Indians zTt very different in their Religk 
ons, fo their Temples have but little refem- 
blance to one another. The MahomefanssLt Suratti^ * 
have moft MagnilicentMdftjues. There are^^bove ^r^]^'^/ 
loo of them in tlaat. City, but fome are but finall, ^^ ^ 
ahd indifferently Built. They abhdrr Images^ an4 

Ex have ^ 
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have only one UoHow place in their Molques, to- 
wards the fide of Mec'hd, And becaufe the Ma^ 
home fans who are very Zealous in their Superftiti- 
ous Worfliip, have not always the opportunity of 
vifiting rheir principal Moiques , • they ' have^ e- 
refted eVery where Ibme finall edifices, which 
contain no mbre than a Ciftem or great Bafin ta 
purifie themjfelves, and a hole in the Wall, where 
to make their Ejaculations ; all thefe are intitlect 
^iih the Name of a Molque, *and in thisSence* 
muft be taken, what we hear related concerning 
the vaft number** of Molques in the City of Grand* 
Calroy and other Cities where the Mahometan Reli- 
gion is predominant. ' 

According to the hiftitution of the Alcoran^ the 
Tridayis \h.ttc Sunday^ which Day, being, fet apajft 
for the Exercijie of their Devotion, they there offer 
Up their Prayerjs and Alms. : 

The Temples of the Pagans are without the Ci- 
ties,^ tho' (bme of the Richer (oft have them alfo in . 
their Dwelling- Hoiffes^ they are commonly very 
, large and Magnificent ; all days are alike to them, 
and the Oflterings they muke 'to their Gods tonCft 
always in things that are inanimate. t 

The Parfo.. The Parfis^ who, as we (aid beforc,adore the Sun 
and Fire, have nether Altars nor any other places 
appointed for the Exercife of rheir Devotion. -The 
Image of the Sun-^was formerly their Idol, but e- 
ver fince they live under the jurifdiftion of the 
Great l^cgul , they are forbidden to adore it, and 
if (bme among theni continue this Worfhip, 
they Xtiix^ do it in private, and with a great deal 
of circum(peftjon for fear ofbeing d ifcovered. 
lishit of A^U the Subje6i:s of the Great Mogul wear Tur- 
the Indi- bans , tho' (bmewhat Hiftinguiflied in folding ac- 
ans. cording to the difference of their Religion. The. 

Mahometans znd Parjis^ never Shave their Beards. 
• The Men wear a certain kind of Velb, not 4n- 
lik^. to our loole Coats, the Sleeves are very ftrait,. 
but withal (b long as to be laid in a greatmiany 
pleats upoa the Arm. They make ufe of a- kind 
^ ^ ^ of 
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of Drawers or Breeches, very ffraJt, not open be- 
fore, and reaching down to their Heels ; the P4- » 
g^ns wear oyer tkefe a thin Petticpat. Stockings 
jore not ufed in the Indies^ and th^^ir Shooes are flat- 
(bled like our Slippers. . ^ 

The IndianVJ om^n are very careful of their Hair, Mahome* 
which generally is very fine ^nd long. . Their ^*i^^*^«''* 
Habit is but little different from^ the^ Men, unlefi ; 

\i be in their Head Attire, which is made of a 
.Crepine of Lawn. They are very curious arid 

neat in their Apparel, and always* perfumed with- ■ '^ 
the richeft Effences of the. Jw</;>j. They never ap- 
pear in. publick with- their Faces uncovered, the 
Mahometans being naturally ad4i6led to Jealoufie^ 
^o fo exceflivea degree, as to bemiftruftful lipoii 
the leaft occafion ^ of which I will give you an 
ijiftance, which may Sufficiently vcrifae this affer- 
tion, to^ all who are not thoroughly acquainted * / 

with their Inclinations. 

The Governour of Surane tenderly loved one 
oF his Wives, by reafon of her extraordinary ^^^^J^'^j'*/ 
Beauty, wherein flie exceed^ all the .reft. Being ^^* Maho* 
fomettmes obliged to be abfent from her, he was "^^^'^^ 
very defirous to have her Pi6hire draw:n, and un- 
derftanding that there was a certain young Pifture- 
dra wer belonging tq the prench EaJi^India Compa- 
ny, at Suratte^ who was a very good Artift, he 
fent to the Prefident of that Company to defire him . 
to let him ipeak with the young Map, They be- 
ing ready to oblige him. ii> fo r^fonable a regucft, 
lent the young Painter to him, to whcwp he ^oke 
concerning his intention, promifing to reward him 
plentifully for his pains. The Fr^«ci[? Map retur- 
ned his Compliment, telling him. That he Jhould 
be very Proud of efnphyinj^ his Pencil in the dropping 
the PfSture of fo Excellent a Perfon^ without any hopes 
of further Rewards ; Then replyM the Indian, go to 
Worl{^ asfopn as you fleafty and mak^ ufe of your utmofi 
SkjU to do it to perfection. I wiU, anlwer*d the Pain- 
ter, but you mt(/i tai^e care to have me bfi^ght into 
the prefence of the ferfin, v^ofe PiHurc lam to draw. *

Away with yon^ 
rcply'd the jealous Indian^ you have nd bufinefs here^ 
if you cannot draw her PiBure without feeing her ; I 
wiS rather deny my felf the fatisf action of having heir 
PiSure, than that /he fhould be expofed to the Si^t 
bf any Man Living. By this you may lee to what 
an excefe of folly the Mahometans cany their Jea- 
loufie ; notwithftanding which, the Women don t 
want ingenuity and dexterity to pleafe themfelves ^ 
upon certain occafions, in fpite of all the care ancf 
Watchfulnefi of their Jealous Hu$bandst! 

The Women of the Parfu^ and other Pagans^ 
l?^gtn wegr nothing elfe'but clofe Bodice faftned behind, 
f^men^ the Sleeves reaching only to the Elbow : For the 
reft they make uie of a plq^c of Stuft^ either of 
Cotton or Silk, according to tneir Quality, which 
ihey wind about their middle. They are general- 
ly very handlbme, much addi£ted to Venery, un- 
lefsit bethofeof ^^Banjans^ who arefomethjng 
piore Modeft. They afte6t a great deal of Mag- 
- . nificence in their Jewels, and befides their Neckla- 
ces and Bracelets, wear on their Feet Golden-Rings 
hollow within, arid fill'd with Gravel or any other 
thing that will make a noife. Their Heads are a-. 
Homed with (mall Golden Coronets, richly befec 
with Precious Stones, They have holes in their 
Ears, in which they wear tneir Pendants, and in 
their Noftrils, which are bored through, they hang 
Gold ' and Silver Pjfetes; of that bignels as almoft to 
cover their Faces. They are very clear LimbM, 
^andwell proportion'd; the richer fi^rc Bath them- 
\ ielves every day at' home, 'the reft abroad in the 

Rivers, Nvhere ypti meet with Ibme 0f them from 
Sun-rifing till late at Night ; where the Brarnans 
stre empWcd to Pray ft>r them, and to tali;c care 
of their Qoaths ; I mean thoie^ which they put 
on after they have wafti'd them^lvej; for they go 
with their Cloaths into the River;*' and ^terwards

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change them ; which they do with (b much destei 

rity, that the ftanders.by, tho\never fb attentive , 

and quick»figl)ted, cannot fee the Icaft thing whidi 

favours of immodefty ; They arc very Religious 

in obfervipg their Anciei;it Laws and Cuftoms, but ' 

withall,/extreamly addjfted to Voluptuoufheft. ^ , -

KaVe EftabHffi'd himfelf, in fpite of h}s P6tent E- 
nemieg, in all the Territories, Situate betwixt Stt- 
rane ^d Goa^ unlefi it be (bme few Sea-Ports, 
' belonging to the Portuguefe, tje ha? made him- 

felf lb dreadful to hi^ Neighbours, as to hav.e 
made th^Chy oi Coa if fclF Ti^embleat his Ap-

' ' • tnm feel the direful effeds of his Fury , by Pii^l-* 
deridg all theCountry* round about, and carryhig 
iway great Riches, without iijarjng either Moiques 
pr the i*//fi^tf» Ttmples. But it his been obferve^ 
bf him, tnat he always ujfed a grekt deal of mode- 
tatjoh' towards the Eurofeani, pef haps for, fear of 
being called to a (evere accPunt .^y their Princi^ 
t)als,' which MotiVe might Induce him to' fhew 
himfelf fevpurablc to them , ' w:ithout which, it 
isroiild have been no difficult matter fby him to 
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fcave Plundered their Houfes, like thofe of the In^ '

tettiblc.a havock in the circumjacent places, that., 
the damage coqld not be repaired for marly Years 
after. AU his Strong^ hp}ds are Built among the ^

l^ut he Tolerates all Religiotvrf, and is look'd up- 
on as one of the moft rdlititk Prinqes in thofe

The Strtm^ being entred th6 River of K^hpour^ 
met there with another Fr^«pJb*Ship called tne GoU , 
den^Eagle, which was Arrived there but a few days 
before, coming firom Achem;, the Capital of the Iflc • 
of Sumafra , and the ordinary Refidence of their 
Queen, the Mland being Governed by Women. 
Before (he tdqch'd at Achem^ ftie had been at Af4» 
fufifatm^ a City belonging to the Kingdom of 
(^plcond^y on the Coaft of Cofomandel^ from whence 
cofne the beft Painted Indian Callicoes, the Co- 
lour of which, is as lafting as the Stuff it felf, with-* 
out Ipfmg any thing . of its Beauty. The Frtmb

. A 5 we continued our Courie towards Malabar^

. the Entrance of the River of Goa^ whereof we fiiim ' 
^ak hereafter, and came before Mirfcou, on the ' 
X 4th, where we caft An^tior the lame day, near the 
IV^QiithoftheRive;; Mirfcou 
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Mirfcou- ikirfcouU a City of the Kingdom of Vifapourl^ 
defcriUd. about 1 8 Leagues South of Goa^ where the French 
Company has their Ware-Houles for Pepper. The 
din^ate here is . very agreeable and Fertile ; the 
^ firft place you meet with after you are entred the 

River, is the Town and Caftle of Mirfcou , it is 
of a confiderable bigneisy fiirroi^nded with a deep 
,Moat, and the Caftle is provided with a good Ar- 
tillery. He that was then Governour of the^lace, 
. - was a Ferfian by Birth, who's Name being CoJAb-^ 
deiloy treated us with all imaginable Civility. For 
no tooner had he been adv.ertifed of our Arrival, 
but tie came to ' vifit our Captain, and before his 
. departure invited us all to Supper, thoV it wa9 not 
gs yet Dinner-time i he was lb mucfe delighted with 
GUf Company, that he oblig'd us to ga along with 
him, fo that we followed him to his Palace, ibme 
in Palanauins^ the reft on Horfe-back, with his 
^ Guards before us, under the found of the Haut- 
- boys and Trumpets. ^ ' . 

jfn Indian As foon as we were • come witliin the Caftle, we 
Fiajf. were brought into aipacious Room hanged all o- 
rer with the richeft Tapcftries, where we were 
feated round about him u]^n Culhions made of the 
lame ftufF. Scarce had our Int^fTpreters begun to 
Compliment the Governour in our behalf, whea 
we WW come into the Room a Band of Women 
Dancersjwhich he had ordr^d to appear there for our 
Diverfion; thefe Women make profe^ion of Dan- ' 
cing and Sii>^ng, having no other Employment to 
; ^get a livelihood. They Dance with an extniordi- 
nary a6Hvity, and -an exa£t ojbfervant^e of the Ca- 
dence, but their Geftures are not very modeft, they 
are generally well fhaped. and appear very fiimp- _ 
^ tubus in their Apparel. This Ball whfch lafted the . 
*greateftpart;ofthe Day, was diverting enough ta 
us, by realbn of the Novelty of the Speitacle ; hut 
We were extreamly fatigued.by the long contlnu- * 
ance of the Ihew, becaufe we had not 'lb much a%» 
^ \)roke our faft before we came out, fb that we had 
much rather had a more (ubftautial Entertainment,' 
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tjian that, which only ferved to divert our Eyes, ^ ' ~ 
^ and all rhis time was not fb entertaining to us, ask 
good djjfh of ^eat would have been. Night ap- 
proaching at laft, we Jaw the Flambeau's brougKt ^ 
in, which put us In hopes, that Supper-time wa? # 
drawing near, efpecially when we law Qur^felvei^ 
I conduced into the inner Coiirt ; but inftead of Ta- 
\ . bles, we faw the old iport^ of Dancing renewed, 
\ and this being over, we .were entertained with an ar- 
tificial Fire->Vork, which laded till ten a Clock at 
Kight, and al^pft put us quite out of Patience. 
' ^t laft we were conduced to the place where we 
- were to Sup, the Table being laid upo A the Ground 
(according to the cuftom, as well of that, as other 
Br^Jls^rn Countries) under a very magnificent Cupo- . 
to. There was lerved up variety of moft excellent 
Meats, of which bun hungry Stomacks would not. 
. " give us leave to diftinguilh the true reljlh.'; our 
Drink was Fimonade, which wt^s brought in greaj: 
porcelain Veffels, out of which we took the Li- ' 
[ • . quor witn Spoons into fiiiall Qlafles, of which eve- 
ry one prefent WSd one for his'pwn ufe. The fe- 
cond courfe was made up of the beft. Fruits of the 
Indies and prefefves, and the Feaft being conclu- • 
ded with the' old Dancing (port, we did not take 
bur leave from the Governour till very late, who ♦ 
cauied us to be recoodufted by his. Guards and 
Trumpets to the Houfe belonging to th^ French 
Company. 
^ ' The next day we prayed hkn to come on board 
our Ship, which lay' in tli^^Road. He came ac-' 
cording to our Invitapcfn, giving prefents to every ' 
i/Ian in fjarticular that had Supped with him. He 
was? received un<^er the difcharge of our Cannon, 
and was entertained the whole day on board our 
Ship. . At his departure, we pffered Him and his* 
Officers (bmc prclents ( more valuable than his) in 
the Name of the French Eajl-lndla Company, which 
' he accepted j and went home as well fotisned with 
I our Entertainment, as we were_ with the many Ci- 
' Vilities be had Ihewn us the day before. • •

« We parted from' before Mirfcou the nineteenth of 
. ^anuaryj five ;days after our Arrival, and the two 
and twentieth of the fame Month, arrived at Bane^ 
fatan^ where meeting with good ftore of Pepper, 
^ our Veflcl got her full Cargo, 
^J^'ff*^ Batiepatan is a Town belonging to the Kingdom 
il^*^*** of Canatior^ on the Eaft of Malabar ^ fimate und^ 
W^^^ eleven Degrees, and forty five Minutes of North 
Latitude. The Town it felf is of a very Urge ex- 
tent, not above a League diftant from the Sea-fide^ 
and is inhabited . for the moft part by rich Mer- 
chants, who are all Af^ib^fMr/^^n/. ^ 

At a (mail diliance from the Town, is ,the King's 
Palace, fi^ounded by a great many Pagan Temi 
pies, very magnificently built j and it was near 
this place the Goveimour had aliigned a fettlement 
to the Pi'ench at that time, till thcv could pitch ilp- 
on another place, wWch might be more mitable to 
their purpole. 

The Snip called the Strongs arriving fome days 
after ours, they were both dilpatch'd with all poll 
fiblc ipeed, and accordingly fet ftil on the firft of' 
fehruary towyds the Ifle Dauphine^ from whence

WHen wp fpeak of the Q)aft of Malabar^ wtf ^ 
commonly comprehend that large trao; of 
Crround, which extencls^ from Surane^ as far as ta 
Cape Comorin '^ hut to diftipguifh^ it the more ex- 
a&ly from other adjacent Countries, belonging to 
the Indiesy we will fix its beginning at the Mount 
of £//, fituflte under the twelfth degree of North Ux" 
titude, this being the place, where the People begin 
to affume, the Name of Malahars or Makvars. 

Its extdnt all along )the Coaft is of above two hun- He exfeni 
^red Leagues in length, being divided into feveral ofM^h* 
Kingdoms, the Irinces whereof are generally P/t- har. - 
p^wj.> Moft of thefe petty Kings poucfi but (mall 
Territories • neverthelefi they are independent, and 
not tributary to ajiy other Prince. 

The mpft powerful of them all Is the King of King tf 
■ Cananor^ being dreaded and re^6ted by all the reft j Canwpr. 
lie is called Cctitri^ a name belonging to aiU the 
Kings of Cananor. ■ 

Thj^VAngoi Samorin^ though his Territories ^rcKingpf 
much larger than the formers, yet is look'd upon as Samonn. 
much inferiour in Strength. • ^ 

Their manner of Livmg, Religion and Cuftoms 
are the (ame, fo that what we relate of the Kingdom 
of Cdnamr, may be applied to all the reft of the 

The Air is very good all over the Country, • 
-^hich is one oF the moft fertile in all Jijia ; they 
reap Rice twice a Year, and have good ftore of mc^ 
excellent Fruits,^ but quite difierent frcMU thofe in 

• ' ThougBi ' 
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Though it be evident that the Cocoe is none of the 
moft delicious Fruit of the Indies^ nevenheleiS its 
ufefulnefi beirfg fb univerfal, it defenres to be 
mentioned here, and we will infert a particu- 
lar Dcfcription of the Tree tlut bears Co ufefiil a 
Fruit. ^ . ^ 

The Malahars csXiit^Tencar^ which fighifies a$: 
^uch as ftraight, as having no Branches, though the 
Tree it*felf be^lbmetimes thirty or forty foot high, 
feldom exceeding three foot in compafs. TTi^ 
Wood is ftongy, and confequently ufelefi forBuild- 
ing, unlefe it be when it grows very old, when it 
i, . _ become much more Iblid. The roots of it are ma- 
^^*rr ^^^ spreading almoft above ground, notwichftand-, 
-^^^^ * iT\g which, the Tree out-braves the utmoft fijry of 
. Winds, it beirtg very rare to fee them torn up even 
by the moft viment Hurricanes. Towards the top' 
there (prptits out about a douzen leaves of tea foot 
long each, and one and an half broad, being divi- 
ded in the middle like thole of the Date- tree ; whea 
they are dryed, they ferve inftead of Tiles to cover 
Hoiifts withall; out of their fineft Threads they 
make. very fine Mats,^ Tents and Huts of the cour- 
ier Branches. The middle part of the leaf ferves for 
, Fuel. Their number is always^the fame ; for fo (bon* 
i ^ as one falls, another grows in its ftead. On the ve-. 
ry top of the Tree there fprouts out a very large 
R;d, not unlike ^ Cabbage or Cawly-fio5frer, but 
much larger and finer than oup, enough to ferve 
ten People for a Meal; but, becaufe the Tree dies' 
foon after the Fruit is gathered, they commonly cut 
down the Tree near the Root^ wnen they intend 
to make ufe of it. Betwixt the top and the leayes 
come forth abundance of young Sprigs, about the 
thicknefs of a Man's Arm; thefe they cut, from 
whence deftills a Liquor of a white Colour, 
and a Iweet and delicious tafte, which the 'ficves 
(fiich among the Malabar s^ as apply "themftlves to' 
Husbandry) come to gather Mornmgs and Even-^ ' 
Pstm-Ti^ii ings in certainVeffelsfaftncd to the end of the Sprigs^ 
^^' from whence flows the (aid Liquor.'

This is the Wine of the Country, called by them 
Hcury^ X>r Tary-^ it is (b ftiong as to inebriate a Man 
like our Wines j in few hours it cpntrafts a^**^^^ 
fhatpnefi, and in one Day ^nd Night turns quite ^"^ ^^^ 
Sowre, when it is. ufed inftead of Vinegar, they ^' 
having no other throughput the Indies. They alio 
make of it a kind of Aqua Vita or Brandy, which 
by repeated Deftillations becomes exceffive ftrong. 

If you put this Liquor as (bori as it is drawn from 
the Qyick- tree, into a Bafin with a iGnall-quantity 
of Lime, it becomes as Iweet as Honey, which- 
diey make ufe of for Preferves, and if it be boiled 
for Ibine'time, it beconjes Sugar, not quite ib aood^ 
as that which is drawn from Canes, but whroi is 
flevertherlefe much ufed among the common Peo- 
ple of Af^/g^^r j the Natives call it ^itjMr^, ^nd the. 
• Porfuguefe Jane. As long as the Tary deftills gut of ' 
the ^rigs, the Tree bears no Fruit, but if you let i 
thcm^row, there conie forth great JBunches, which 

groduce the Cocges hanging in Clufters, . to the num- 
erof ten or twelve. 

Their skin is very tender at firft, and eafie to be Ckm/» 
flit, from whence flows a very clear and frefli Li- 
quor, of a very agreeable taffe; (bme of them will 
afford not much above a pint or Liquor, whereas o- 
the^s give near a Gallon. / 

This Liquor is by degrees converted into a folid * 
lubftaQce,^hich is very loft and white, and then, 
the Ai<^/4^/irj call the Cocoes Elenif, and the rP^r/«- 
pti^e Lagne. Afterwards the moifture being all conr 
liimed, the Fruit becomes hard, and its tafte is not 
unlike our Hafle Nuts. They are (b well known 
in thofe parts, that* would be fiiperfluous to give 
a particular account here, to what ufe they are put 
in Europe^ fiuce they are brought thither from all 

J>arts in fo great quantities, that they are no more 
ookM upon now a day s as a Irariry, but are efteem- 
ed meerly for th6ir Natural and intrlnfick good- 
nefi. . 

The Tree brings forth Fruit three times a year ; 
Ibme ai*e as big as a Man's Head, and bccaufe they

to walk under theie Trees when the Fruit ilconj^feb

/The Indian Cooks fealbn their Meats with a cer- 
tain Liquor which they get out of the Cocoes by fcra- 
ping it, and the p(|^rer fort extra6k an Oyl 6f it^ 
which they both Eat and Bam in their Lamps?' 
* They fatten their Poultry an d Hogs with the rem- , 
Hants out of which the Oil* has been pcefled, and fo' 
Indian ^^^ P^r fometinaes make Bread of it. The Pith 
P0ptr^, ol the Tree is White, and as fine as any Paper, 'fdr^ 
which ufe it IS much fought after by perfons of Qlia- 
' lity. . 

. Confidering the extraordinary benefit reap'd from - 
this Ttee, he may well be looked upon as one of the

The firft thing the New King does after his ele- ^ 

^ ''^v^ticn to the Throne, is, to/chtrfe one fmca a-' 
mong his own Subjects, whom he believes to. be 
moft undcrftanding and fitteft for lb high a Tmftf ' 
for his Lieutenant-General, whoV BuBnels is to 
take upon him, the chief management cf 'all! Af- 
fairs ot Moment. This is the higheft dignity' in 
the State, and though it be always expofed to 
Sail, yet does' the King refervetohimlelf the Pre- 
rogative of choofing out of the Pretenders, fiich a 
one as he likes beft, and whom be thinks moft 
deferving, without any regard to his Birth or Qua- 
lity ; (b that a Naher or Chatty being invefted with 
this Dignity, will make himfrlf to be obeved by 
the Princes themfelves ; tho' it happens aflb very 
often that this Office is conferred upon Perlbns of 
Eminent Qjiality. All their Afts and Letters Pa- 
tents are written witn a Icind of an Iron Pen, upon 
the Leaves of the Wild Palm-Tree. 

The King being fully fiti^ficd in the Zeal and 
Prudence of his Chief Minifter *of State, leaves 
' thcf whole management of Affairs to his Conduft, 
and for 'the ^oft part Lives in a retired place, but 
with a great deal of Magnificence. This Governor 
General manages altogether tl^e whol^ Treafiiry ^ 
it h he that makes Peace and War, without being 
obliged to Communicate with any Body, unlefi it 
be with the Kinghimfelf, if, byreafon or hisgrgjat^ 
Age,^ he be .not incapable of taking cogniiance of 
publick Affairs ; He remains always Itanding in 
the King's PrefencQ, permits not any of his Cour- 
tiers or Guards to enter his Bed-Chamberj and n?- 
yer fpeaks to him, without laying his Hand up- 
on his Mouth. He -jnuft be verv careful in not 
neglefling the leaft punfbilio of tnefe Ceremonies, 
a tault of this nature not being to be repaired, un- 
lefi with the lofi of his Office, the King always 
f efcrving to himfelf the liberty of difchargin^ his 

primier 



prlmier Mlntlter ifom his place, when he pleales, 
which however is very rarely (een in thofe parts, , 
wherpdieya£k sKitha great dealof circutnlpefti- 
on, in a^ matter of fo great confequencp. 

'When the King of Canamr goes abroad, he is 
either carried upon the Back of ah Eleptiant, or Hov^ thifir 
eWe in a Pilanquin,^ being Adorned witli a Crown ^<ir.gs and 
of Maflive Gold upon his Head, made not unlike P*^"^^'/P' 
a DucaL Bonnet. This Crown weighs fomethingPf'f'. *^ 
above %oq Guineas in Gold, and is always given^^'* • 
hj the New Governor-General, immediately after 
his Elevation to that Dignity, die Crown of the 
|aft Deceafed King being to be xepofited in the 
Treafor^ of the chief Pajrod or Pagan Temple. 
The King is liirrounded by his Guards compofed 
put of the N^heijf^ under the fcund of Drums and* 
Trumpets, and Sner Warlike toftrunaehts^ Some 
Officers of his Court march at fonie dirtance be- 
fore the Guards, wfaofe Bufincfi; issto make way, 
and to cry the King is coming. All the Princes 
if they go abroad b^ themfelves, as alio the Prin- 
cefles are (erved with the lame Magnificence ^ If 
the Gpvernopr or Chief Miniiler of State be a 
Prince, he goes abroad in the ianws Pomp, in re- 
J]ge£l of his high cxtrafiion, not of the dignity of 
Ws Office. But if he be not of the Roj^al Fami. , • 
ly, he is only attended by his Guards, without the 
founding of my Inftruments of War, neither is he 
preceede4 by any Officers who clear the way before • '

Of fome other Qifiom of the Malabars* 



IT IS fcffidendy known that in all Pc^tical Con- 
{Htutions Princes are coniidered as the Heads of 
the Government , but among thefe Pagans their 
Kings are (in aU matters relating to Religion,) &b«' 
jeft to the Udmhouti^s and Brarnmu. ^ t 

„ . . ^ Before I Ipeak of their Marriages, it is to be ob* 
' S'rTSvferved, that the Children of the mubars Atmc 
PedigTtt. ^^^*^ Pedigree from their Affothets, and that confe- 
quently they >are counted to be <u the iame Race, 
not or thatQf their Father^ thcredbn of which, 
we (hall have occafion to mention anon. 
W:at Ridif P^nccfles are Married here to the Nambouri^Sy or 
thitfihferve^^'^^^^^^ and the children begotten betwixt them 
in^iir ^re Princes, and lawful Succcffors of the Crown, 
W^ri0gss. each in their Rank. But, as there is not a fiifiicient 
aumber of Princeffes to fumifli aU the Ndmbotari's 
and Brii»«4»/ with Wives, ib they are allowed tci 
Marry Women of the lame Rank with thcmfelves, 
and the Childreii begotten betwixt them are either 
J^ambouri^s or Brajnanf^ according to the Qyality cdF 
their'Mothers. 

The Princes Marry the Daughters of the Nahers^ 
but never any Princeffes, and the,Childfen begotv 
Jen betwixt them belong to the Race of the Nakcrs^ 
and not of the Princes. 

The l^ahers are obliged to lAsxry one of the 

'feme Quality/ or almoTl of the next degree to 

themlelves, to^ wit, . of the Minnts or Cheti^ ^ The 

reft of the feverarLTnes have the feme liberty, to, 

^ Marry onqof their own Rank, or one degree be-r 

low 
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low tViemfelves, but, as we faid before, the Wo- 
men muft not debafe themfelvp in the leaft de- ' . 
grermtheif-Marmge, -under pain of Death; 

The Malabar Princes,the Nambouris and Bramans^ 
as alfo the thiefeft among the Nahersy liave com- 
monly but pno^Wife,^ and they endeavour by all ' 
oblicmg means in the World to engage them to 
be raithfiil to thenlj and not to' loolc out for aqb-' ♦ 
ther tjust>and, which is not in their power to pre- 
vent by any other than gentle means, this liberty 
being allowed to the Malabar Women^ provided 
they don't Marry below th^njclves. For the Pa^ 
gAn Women in thefe parts (contrary to what 1% , 
praftifed among the Mahtmetans^) enjoy according 
to jthe Cuftom of their Country this rrerogativeu 
to Marry as mam^ Husbands a$^ they pleafe ; mi 
what is the moU (urpriziiig, is, that ^ all this is 
done without the leaft dilbrder or JealouGe ; for, 
the Man when becomes to pay his Duty to his 
XaAy leaves his Arms at the Chamber-door, as a 
iiire fign to the reft, that the place is taken up^, and 
th^ they muft ftajr his leifiire before they can en- 
ter. 

Their Marriage-engagements are only during 
plra&re, and when they are fitisfied with one a- 
nother, they part^ as freely as they met. The or- 
dinary prelent which. the Vfew Married Men make 
to their Wives, is, a piece of Linen Cloth, where- 
widi to cover themfilves^ 

It is from this Cifft6i!n of Marrying fb many 
Husbands, . and to abandon them at pleaiure, that 
jfbeir Children owe thpir' Pedigree no their Mo- 
thers, it being irapoflible to know their true Fa- 
thers ; neither are the Sons here cpnfidered as the 
next Heirs, but the Nephews, but they muft be 
' the Sifter*s Sons. 
• The Mahometans tho* they, keep a moft watch^ •' 
ful Eye over their Wives, neveirthelefi do they.ob- 
l^rve this Cuftom, in refped of &;icceflion or inbe->. 
ritauce, all ov^ f4^,hhar^ 
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They Marry their Daughters for the trioft- jwirt 
at I X Years or Age, and there are abundance a^" 
moi^ them who bear Children l)efore that Ag^ 
tfaa'thcy arc generally but very finall, which may 
perhaps be Attributed to their being Married at /o 
. tender an Age. 

Widwivesare unknown in thefe parts, thofedf 
^ more advanced Age fiiTOly this defeft in . a 
Country where they are Delivered with much 
eaie^ in Comparifon to what is done in Europe. 
For the Malaiar as well as the African Women, 
are no Iboner Deliver'd, but they wafli themfelves, 
^d take no further care of their Babes, than to 
give them Suck. j 

The Malabar Women are for the generality well 
fliap^d, and not ill Featured, but the little ones are 
in greater eilieem than the tall ones ; the mvir 
fege cf Marrying fe many Husbands as they pieafe, 
exempts themfirom that moft cruel Cuftdm of^ burn- 
ing tnemfelves with the Dead Carcafles of their 
Husbands, to which the reft of the Iniian Womeu 
areSubje^ 
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0/ their Hahih and jFIoufes, 

AS to their Habits, there is (carce any difterence 
betwixt the Men and the Women in Mala-^ 
har\ they wear their Hair, which is Black, ve* 
ry long, and jgo Naked as rar a^ the middle ; evm . 
the Pnnces themfelyes,, who, if they (bmetimei; 
make ule of a (mail Veft, always leave it open }^ 
fore. They wear about their Middle a piece of 
Cloth, which comes down as low. as their Knees^ 
and never make uie of Shiioed ox^xo&xvm.

In other Countries Ladies of Qjialitv.. endeavour 
to out-vifi one another by their ticp' Gold and 
Sliver Stuffi^.. but the quite contrarjr is praSiii^ 
among the Mklabdrs^ where thefe Stufe arc non 
yfrom but by: tht meaner Ibrt, , the JLadics of ^h* 
J<f4ljers and iu the reft of a Siiperiour Rank wear^ 
ing nqjthmg byt. fine White CalUco. ^e richer* 
Ibrt weai' Girdles- pfG6ld» and Bracelets of Stiver^ 
or Horn, in; which, they t^ke all mrfl par.tic«l;ir , " 

Wide.The Wqmdh never adorn thonfelves with ai^y 
Jewels, unle^ irbe a Ring. Both Mep and Wcn 
men have holeslh their Ears, which are ib long, 
that they hang doWn quite to their Shoulders j 
becaufc they are fo careful in continually enlargii 
ihg the holes, that you may thruft a Fift into diera, 
which isoccafioned by the weight of the Pendants^ . 
who fometiines . e:jfceed two Quaces j fome ot 
them wear G4>ld6Q Chains^ but** «h^ bding the pe« 
culiar marks of the King's favour, are neva: be- 
llowed but upoh foch as havc.^ fignalized themfelves 
by fome reoialrkable Aftioni*,^ All the Malabar s 
Shave their Beards clofe, except ioxxxt few, that 
wear Muftachio's. 

Their Hpufes are commonlv made of Earth, and 
inftead of Til^sthej^ coyer them with the Leaves 
of the Cocoe-Txt^y it being^ a great rarity here to^ 
fee a Houfe .ot Stone or mck,/ Their Furniture 
cdniifts in ibme Baskets and a few Earthon t'ots and 
Difhes ; their Cups are of the fame matter, and 
their Kings themlelvss make ufe ^{ them as the 
Burofean rrinces do of Gold and Silver Veffels, 
They have no other Li^t at Nights, but what 
th^ir Lamps f oriiifh them with, ^i<^h are ftp- 
pljPd by the Oyl drawn frpm^ the Cocoes i when 
they eat, €hey always turn their Back to^the Light. 
As they are neyer fenfiblc of Cold here, fo th^^ 
don't make ufe of Chimneys, but what Fire they •

. without Doors. Wheat being a fcarce Commodi- 
tj in this jpartof the Indie Ji, xb^y make ufe only 
of Rice inlbad of it.

Neighbour's Water,there is no iioufc fo inconfidcra-^ 
bfeBut what has a.

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0/ the Ricbfs of their Pagan Tfmpks. 
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nr H EI R Pagan Temples are moft Magnificent;' 
•** being generally covered with Copper , ana 
femetimcs widi Silver. There is always a Bafinl 
near the Temple, proportionable in bignefi to the 
largcnefi of the Temple, where the^ Paf^ans purifig 
themfelves before they approach their Idols. ^ Tht 
number of the irdmans is regulated according ttf 
the Revenues belonging to the Temj^le. Every^ 
day there is a certain quantity of Rice allotted for 
the uft of the Poor that live near it, as alfo for th^ 
benefit of fuch Strangers as pals by that way, let 
them be of what Religion they will ; the Pagani 
having only this Prerogative to enter within the 
Temple, whereas, the others are obliged to reraaii^ 
without Doors, under certain Barracks made foxj 
that purpofe, wiiere they may Slee|) ^ if Ni^ 
forpnze them in their Journey. "^ 

Befides the ordinary Revenue of thefe Pa^n 
Temples, the people bring every day theif Df5 
• -'" feritigsj 
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^1^ ' Xii^ht<!n are givqti to the Br4W24»i, wh^^ 
i 6ffer tttp the Idols. And as thele Offerings dpn'c 
ebiifift Vinv thiiig that has Life, fa they are tnoft* 
ddmmddy foce, Butter, Fruits', Preferves, Gold,^ I 

of Silv^ ; t&fc two laBiL arc but i-arely offered, and 
ihfe reft: (etve theBr^wi//«j for the Maintenance of 
theirFamilie^ they having no more to do than 
to brln^ forth their empty Diftyes to thcfe ignorant. 
I l^eoplc, whb think it a Crime to belike otherwife, 
tiizn what' they have ofiered to have been confii-. 
med by the Idols. 

Some of the richeft Tempks have large Terrl^ 
tories belonjging to theih, frona whence, they draw 
their yearly Revenues ^ and if any one happen to 
jpill Blood in thefe Grounds, tho* in his. own de- 
fence, and upon the moft Innocent occafiori in theP^^*^^- ,. 
World, the Crinle is unpardonable, and he that^''^'^/'*f^* 
commits it is punifti'd with Death, \«rithout .the^^^^'^^l''^' 
leaft rdptSi to his Merits ot Quality ; nay, they ^^'' 
ufe fo mteh ; Rigour in diis point, that if any one 
^ves himfelf, by flight, the next a-kin to him muft 
p^y for it with his Life, to e::j:piate, as thev fiy, the 
hamaufiiefe of the Crime committed againrt the Ma* 
jeftyof the Gods. 

Of this I faw an inftance, during my fl;ay in rihefe 
parts: TwcfN/?A<?rjpaffing through theBprrbugh or 
Market-To^n of B/«f/^/4r4«,and teeing a Rich Mer- 
chant, who was a Mahtmetan^ receive aconfidera- 
ble Summ of Money in Ducats, took.a refolution 
tp lie in wait for him at a certain place, through 
which he was to pai&, to kill him, and ieize the 
Money for their own ufe. Accordingly they 'fbl- 
lowed him ^t feme diftance, till they overtook him 
at a certain place, which they believed to be be- 
yond the Precin<9: of the Territories belonging to 
the Temple of Batiefatan , where they run him 
dtfough in feveral places, till they had killed him^ 
and to retired to Calicut^ under the ]uriiciiftion of 
the King oi Samorin. The Dead Carcafi of the ^ ^ 
Mahometan Merchant having been fooa after found, 
xbsBramam were conlukcd, and being come to the 
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l^e, they declared that he that had CQiximitte4 
&e Murmer, had dc£led the Holy Grouad of dieiii 
. Idol, the. place beinjg within the Territories (whicK 
dre of a very large extent,) belonging ^o die Tern- 
plci Complaints being made hereof to Prince O- 
9isVr«, h^ cauled an exa£i: enquiry to be made af-^ 
ter the, Malekid:or's Names and place df Abode, 
who being two Bfodiers. they were Summoned to 
iiuke their Appearance Wore die Prince, Ixit be^ 
ing/ no, where to be found, they were Condemn Vf 
to Death,' as if they had been prefent \ and to ex* 
|)iate the Crime, an Unkle of theirs, fb far advan* 
ced in Years,as not to be able to walk, without lean* 
Ing upon iome^ody, was carried before Prince O- 
mtri^ who examin*a him ci^ncerniug the Fa& and 
the night of his Nephews ; he aniwered, that te 
was ignorant bodi oithe caufes and nxanner of the 
. Flight of his Nephews, but this availed but Utdej 
for the Priiicetold himdiat he would give him 
% Days to find out his Nephews, and if in the niean 
time he did not bring them forth, he fliduld be 
proceeded againft as a Criminal. The poor Old 
Man did wiat he could to lave his Life, but in 
vain, fb that the next day after the prefixed term , 
was expired, he was* CondemnM to Die, and not- 
withftanding his Old Age, hislnqocence, and die- 
InterceiCon of his Friends, was inimediatelj execu- • 
ted.

Of their Idols. 
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B^fides that thefe P^jj^j Worfliip many Mols,* 
which have to refemUance to any thing in the 
World ; there are feveral kinds of living Creatures^ . 
whom they adore, but the moft profc^und re^<9: 
^ey pay to the §un and Moon. As at the new 
Moon, they make great rejoycings, {o when fed ' 
fs Eclipfed, they appear abroad, making moft hor- 
rible out cries, whereby, as they fay, they frighten 
away the Dragon, who then endeavoiurs to devour 
tb^ Moon. They ufe the iame Veneration to their 
King^ ais'they do to their Gods, and they Re^re- 
rence old Age to fo high a Degree, that even the 
mcfl Potent and Richcft of the Nabers^ will not fit 
down before thdfe that are confiderably older than , 
themfelves, though their Enemies. 

They count their time by the Moon, notwith- ^ - 
ftanding which, their Feftivals are not fixed to 
certain days, thii depending meerly on the^Caprl- 
cio of the Bramans. Thefe Priefts are very ex-» 
aS: in their Fafts, aijd upon any Solemn Day, they 
call together fiidi as live within- a reaibnable di^ 
ftance of the Temple^ from whence they bring forth 
the Idol, and having placed it upon an Elephant- 
very righly HamaUed, they carry It about in tri-rtfi> Pr> 
umph, at the. fight of which, the People to fhew^i^w/. > ^ 
. their utmoft Veneration, 45roftrate themfelves up- 
oti the Ground. The Elephant is liiripunded by a * 
gbod numbeir of the Uahexs^ who having each 'a' ^ . 
Fan tied .to a long Cane In tKeIr hands, drive a- 
way the Flies ; which, as die Bramans fivj would^' 
cliS bctroublelome to their Gdijs, but in enc£[, l>e. 
' ' • caufe : 
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cauietbey votdd siotiocomnidde chemiolKM Whilft 
the PeofHc make a confuied Nolle with ^dlvei's lb- 
ftrumencSf and their joyful AccLuoatioiiSi «»fieof 
the Bramansj widi a two edged Cymetar in his 
hand, havbg ibme finall Bells haagi|>g at the hao* 
die, runs round about the Elephant^ and after, a 
thou&ndridicidous and extravagant Poftuf^s, yrhiA 
are lookM upon, by the People as Myfterious, 
he; wounds himlelf in the Head, offeijn^ his BlocNi 
as a Sacrifice to the Idol, which is as Uttle knomi 
to him, as it is ienfible of his esotrayagant impo- 
ftures. -' ; 

Thus a&gr having taken (heir Rounds through 
(iich places as were appointed for that (jLr^s Solem- 
nity, they carry the Idol hack to the Temple in 
die lame manner^as it was brought out before. They 
have alio leveral other Ceremonies, which being-a- 
bominable to relate, we will pals by in lilence. 
#They bum the cfead Bodies of their Princes, of 
the UambourtSy the Bramans^ and the Uahcrs^ but ,ail 
die reft of an inferiour Rank^ are interred. 
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0/ their Arms.

Arivm A ^ ^ the A4i/4*ifrj in general, who are^capablc 
dexutMi ^ bearing Arffls,ufe them with great Dexteri^ 

3f ; Acy take particular care to inftru6l , their Chit 
ren in thole Exerciles, and Icarce are they able to 
walk upwright, but they are fumilhed with Bows 
and Anows, which they make ufe of to Ihoot at the 
Birds.

Their Bows* are fix foot long, their Arrows 
diree \ the Iron at die point about three inches 
broad, and eight long: They do not carry dftm 
in a Quiveras they do at Suraue^ where they are 
not near fo big, out they hold always feven or 
ei^ of them ready in their liands. beiides this^ 
diey have Eiftned totheir fides with an iron Hook a 
IbrtdFa large Knife or E^onet, of about half a foot 
inroad, and a^fpot and a half long; this they make 

' u(e of when they come to a aqf^ Engagement. 
Thole who wear Cymetars make ule of Bucklers ; 
ail of them wear their Arms without Scabbards or 
any other Coverts, for which reafoii they are very 
careful to keep them neat and bright* 

The young People fireauendy perform their Ex- 
erciies of Arms in the pretence of the Prince, or be<- 
(bre fi>me odiers Q^ the mofl eminent rank in the - - 
Kingdom. 

Tnofe who have a more than ordinary^ efteem of ^j^y '^ 
dieir skill in the exercife of Weapons, invite Peopl^^^^

the convenience of Commerce. For few of the 
*^agans.Vbut eipeciillv die Nahers^ never apply 
- themfelves to it, which is the fealbn, that moft of 
'-'' die Commodities imported, orexported, pais thro* 
the hands of Strangers. The Villages 6r places in- 
"'^* habited by thefe Foreign Merchants, are called in ^ 
the Malabar Tongue, Bafars^ which is as much as 
to fiy, a Market-place. The moft confiderable of 
thefe trading places are generally fcated on the Sea- 
flioar, or ftear the mouth of feme River or another, 
for the more conveniency of jthe Foreign Mer- 
chants, "who are for the moft part Europeans. 

TheMahometansdwellingmthbfe part^are ^ vUe 
and treacherousfortof People,abundanceof themlive 
upon Piracy, and attack all Ships they meet, with- 
out any difference, provided tney think them not •- - , 
able to refift them ; but what makes them moft Co^jf^^^j 
dreaded, is, That they ufe their Slaves with a moft 
barbarous cruelty. Their Veiflels refemble in fliape 
our Gallies, and are generally manned with five or 
fix hundred men.; they call them P^aros^ andsruu 
with them all along the Indian Coaft, even as far 
as the Red Sea. They very rarely attack any ; Eu-^ 
ripe^n Veflcls, efpecially if they be of any defence,' 
andlf they happen to take any, it is commonly 
done by furprize> feldom by open force. .

This Vcflelwas 
Bound for ,Surane, and after its departure out of 
France , buffing rhet with no Difafter till aifter 
fee had ooi^bled the Cape of Good-HopCy was At- 
tacked by fo furious a Tempeft, that (he loft her 
Mafts and fome of her Ships Crew, and became ve- 
ry Lealcis, whifh obliged the Chief OflScers there to

Imlians^ presented us with ibme Cymetafs, Muf- 

3ueb and Gun-powder, befides a quantity of Bran- 
y. The fight of this Veffel, and the Arms whidi ' 
they fcnt us wrought no finall effedt for our fifety, 
which we improved to pur beft advantage, by gi- 
ving it out among them, that we expeaed daUy 
more (hips with Arms, Men and Ammunition from 
France^ which flruck fiich a terror into our Enemies^ 
chac they proved lefe troublefome afterwardm Tlie 
Sieur Dejkayts Embarked in the Ship called the St 
Francisj having for Ibme time befpre defired to be 
difinified, the Air of Malabar not being vezy agree-. 
able to his Cohftitutron. 

After the Sieur ik Flacimr''s return from the King 
of SamorM% Court, we gave Notice to the ^tttch^ re- ^

, iea£»iab]e anger Would have ftood u$ but in little 
ttesA m^thMi^ wh6 had us at their Mercy, and 
in whom we were obliged to confide as our Con* 
dxiSton^ lb that patience was the beft remedjjr we 
could pf^cribe our (elves, i^d thus we contioiftpd 
bur Jdurney in hope^ of better luck. But we found 
ourielves toon deceived in our expeiEtatlon, for We 
had not travelled far, ^en the Rains began to be 
ttore violent than ever, befides that we travelled 
all over^ ftony Grouiub foil, of dpep and large 
Ditches;"* whicn we were forced to pals over finall 
Platiks or pieces of Trees laid a crofi.

HCT. The U^li/h Faftory of Batiefatan^ is above 
a League andTa half firom die Sea-ude, built upon 
a rifing Groiind juft on the very River-fide, which 
wjll not b«r any Ships of Burthen, The Englijb 
Conunillary, and the Giptains there prelent, enter- 
l^ncd U8*Ver7 handibmely, £> that we ftaid there 
all the reft of the day; our Marintrs having in the 
iqean while refremed themfelves, and fearing if 
we ftaid anjr Ipnger, we Ihould be hard put to it 
witKdrinbng; we parted at Night, and came (afely 
tlie next Morning to Tikery, where,- in a few days 
after, the Enilijh retum'd us the vifit. 

. But as thete diverfions were but very r^e among 
us. lb I began to be weary of this kind of Life, 
wnich had made me write leveral times to the Di- 
re<9x>r8 of our EaJi^India Coi]ji]pany, to defire them

The Return tf the Sieur de Fiacour. 

TH ^ Sieur de Flseimr returning from Sirinfatan 
towards theend of Nimtmber^ gave us ^n exa^ 
accoiK of the Danger and Fatigues be had under* 
flooeuter I had k& him upon his Joumcv, which 
had taken him up. five .and thirty days, unxighfie 
had not above dxirty Leagues to Travel. Befides 
vAofdti far had been in danger of being drowned bv 
die violence of the Currents of thofe Rivers which 
he had been forced to tofi^ having Idl leverul of 
his Company by tfade Dififlers. But the good 
fiiccefs ot his Negotiarion, havingmade him a full 
amends for the troubles he had iimered, he remem- 
bljed^e paft dangers widi.a greal^ deal of Satisfa- 

The Commodities brought: firom Sirinfatan zTQCommdi* 
thetfineft CalliGoes, Sandbu Wood, which gro^^tiesbrn^hc 
in iucha quantity mere abouts, that the Kings and /'*«'» Sirio* 
QCher ^reatMen make uie of it in their Build ings.P^^* 
There is alfi> in that Country, good ftore of a Na- 
tive Salt Petre, which is ooHJ^ht very cheap and 
wants but little refining. Tne Sieur de Fiacour 
Ihewed u^bme patterns of thele Callicoes, half as 
fio^ s^(ain as ^fe of Suratte for the lame price. 

We^^er^buiiedthe remaining part of this year 
in buying up of Pepper, to be read v at hand a- - 
gainft the arrival of our Vefi^, which were ex* 
pe^^ed daily to come into our Road ; and in the be- 
ginning of^^illMrx, the Ship called the Prmif;^:^^ 
aflived to take in pan of her Cargo in that Com- 
modity. The Captains name was Mr. Petit^ who

had not above fevcn Frenchmen on Board, the reft 
of bis Sliips Crew being all Mahometans. He ih- 
, formed ns oPthe arrival of the Sieur de ^Ut^ -Dire- 
6br of the French Eaft-Indii Company in thofe parts, 
and that he had lent his Orders to the Sieur de la 
Serine to quit Malabar^ and to return to Suratte. I . 
was not a little out of Humour to find that I had not 
been mentioned by hiHif but as all the Gentlemen 
that had any Command here, were my particular 
Friends, fo I obtained without much difficulty thdr 
confent ongoing in the firae Ship with the Sieur ^

The Sieur de Fl^cour was the very perfim wfaowas

fbbul4 return from. T^wr and Calicue, whilher he 
. Was (ailed to take in fuch Commodities, as we had 

bopght up before. _ 

One of the In the mean while, one of the Kings Ships^ car- 
KingsMprymg fixty pieces of Cannon, commanded by Gap- 
wrrivai taifl du Clos^ came to an Anchor in our Road. Ha 
wa$ come out in Company with two Pinks. They 
were to join the Sieur de la Haye^ whb was coHie 
' out of France a year before them, having on board 

a good Summ to pay the Troops in the ftrvi9e of 
the Eaft'india Company. They being ieparated 
from one another, ibme days before by ftrefe of iWea^ 
ther, the Captain was at an uncertainty whether 
th^ Pinks were behind or be&re him^ anii perceiv- 
V ing our White Flag, they came to an. Anoior in the 
Road, but did not (lay longer than (bur md twenty 
hours, during which they were provided with all 
manner of r^fi'efliments. The King's Ship was 
fcarce got out of fight, beiiignot above, foiir hours 
under Sail, when Captain de Fetie rflfMrii'd with his 
Ship from Calicue^ and we were getting cvaey thing 
ready to fet fill the nc3Ctdiay. 

The 
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TTie (ame day towards Evening, we percei^ 
fthall Vcffel Whtch was riiaking towards our Road, 
afn4^t oiit hetClifaloup^whichdid not come till late 
iit Night on Board the Province. There was in the 
Chaldup a Licutenlant l>elonging to one of the Pinks, 
which had been feparated from the King's Ship, 
conrinanded by Gaptaiii deClos^ and the Lieutenant 
having Ij^en informed, that We were to fet Sail the ' 
ti6xt Morning by break df day, did^not go afhoar, 
and at parting it was agreed, that wc (hould weigh 
ouTv Anchors together, of which we were to adver^ 
tifeoiie another by a certain Signal agreed on be- 
fwixt^us, ,which was the difcharging of a Can* 
noft.

Juft ojppofite to the Cathedral in a great Square^ 
fian^s that Fathous Houfe, whofe veryi Name 
makes many thouiahds Tremble in thole parts;

iu^uefes^ Soma CajaouCaJa d^ofanto Oj^/o. 

There is alio a Nunnery in the City, where thd 
Nuns live with a great deal of Aufterity, without! 
toaking ufe of the lame liberty as they do in Por-^ . 
tugiU I and it i^ to their CafHicity add that of the .' 
holy Inquifition, the Pottuguefci own themfelre^ ' 
chiefly indebted For the great affluence of theii? 
Fortunes, and other conveniencies they enjoy at 
Goa. 

BeCdes their Parjfli Churches, there are naany Mo- • 
nafteries of fcvcral .Oi*ders. The Jefuits have here' 
^ fine Churches, in one of which, the Corps of 
Dt. Francis Xdvier IS det)ofitcd ^ bended which, they 
havejj' moft Magnificent Houle^, eaCh of them be- 
ing fit for the receptiofl of a King, with abundancd 
'of the beft Lands roUrid the City, from 'whence* 
they draw a vaft yearly ReVefiUe^ All theifChur-. 
<jhes are vtty finelyBuilt, but the Hoipital e^teed^ 
the reft. 

The Church of the Theotins^ tho^ not the moft 
Mawiificedt, yet is the neateft and moft regular* / 
of air the Churches ifi C(»^ ; this Church is De- 
dicated to i^offa Sen Hwade Divina Pr&videntia. 

The Chilrch catted de Mifericordia, has nothing 
remarkable beyond the feft, but the Society for^^ , : 
whole lake this Church has been efeited and has^^^* 
derived its Name, delerves particttlatly to be taken ^ 
notice of here. 

Tha Society is by th^ Pmumfa called Inmn^ 
dal de MifnkwdiA , and itsf Nfcsj^bers ittnacus da 

M Mifi- 
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Mifiricordfd'^ the chief Qtiicns of Goa, and per- 
Ibns of the belt Cfcalit^,^ n^ excepting the V ice- 
^ Roy himfelf, are AmbiCioiis of being Members *<^^ 
this Fraternity, who Celebrate two great Feafts" 
every Year. 

Tiie tJalj'Thurfday^ becaufe on that day our Sa- 
viour gave to the World the molt evident proof 
of his Humiliation, y^hcn hewalh*d the Feet of 
the Apoftles ; and- the other is Celebrated on the 
day Wnen the Virgin Miory came to vifit her Coufin^ 
this kft is performed with more Solemnity than 
the firft, and as they go in Proceflkm, diey wear 
a kind of Black Surplice. 
The next day afcer the laft Fcaft, the whole 
officers ^Society meets, when they choofc their Officers, 
^P^*^ Firft they have a Prior, whom they call Prauve^ 
tbisSmety. ^ . iQ^mtAj none but Noblemen were diofen 
to that IMgnity. biit of late the Rich Merdiants 
^ are choi^ as wdl as the NoUemen. All theCon- 
cributicms berp are made for the Adyancage of the 
Poor, and thd^e is Icaicc a Prctufcdor^ who at the 
Years end. does not contribute xoooo Livresofhis 
own. Befides the ProuvcJar^ there is a Treafiirer 
and Sieward ;^ a Prvftvedor or Overfccr of the Pri^ 
(oners, all which, arc cholen out ot the Members . 
of this Society. iThe TreaSEirct diipofes of the 
Alms among thie Poor, as the Overfeer of the Pri* 
fbncrs iollicites their Bufine& in caufes both Civil 
and Criminal^ and oTten procures their Pardon. 

The ProuveJcr General's Office is to manage the 
Bufinefs of the Whole Society^ to ailift underhand 
Widows, Orphans, and all others that are in a low 
Condition.^ The Members off this Soctetv are {d>- 
liged to viiit the Poor and Sick, as alfi> tj^e Priib- 
ners, to Bury the Dead, to affiH Criminak wfam 
they go to Execution, and to cive them wha^ 
- . " Comfort they can even xq the laft Gafe, and to 
cau(e Mafles to b^ laid for theih after tney ha:ve 
(uflFcred the Law. They choofe every Year new 
Officers, \>y whidi means, eveiy one of the Mem- 
bers is in a probablliiy of l)carlng his fhare^ and

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tlio' all theft Office*, are chargeable, there's very 

kvr but what are very eager ^er them: ; , 

C3iarity is the whole^ foundation of this Noble 
and moir Glorious SocieQr ; and there is fcarce a 
Chyjf no not aBurrough of note, under the JuriC 
di£tion oT &e Portugu^s, but^ what has a Church 
Dedicated to the lameufe, with fome Revenues to 
be applied to the fame purppfe with this Society, , 
tho* for the reft they have no depcndance on one ano- 
ther* 
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CHAjP. XI. 

Of the Inhahitants of Goa. 
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np H E fthajbtttants fX<ioa may conveniently be ^ 
^ divided into feveral kinds : The firft are the 
, true Portupicfis^ whom they call t^cinots ; the fe- ^ 
cond are tnc Mefticeij begotten betwiift a Ponujfu^e r^^^^^ 
and an Iniiah Woman* or a hk^/oe , the lalt o(^laBitMnf7 
tbefe too much exceed me others m number. There /,, q^^ 
are befides this abundance of Indians, who having 
Abandon'd their Superftitious Idolatry, are tunica 
Homan CathoUcks. The Slaves they call Cafres^ 
who are moffi Indians, - There are alio at Goa (ome 
Mahometans and Banyans, who are tolerated by the ' 
PortugueftSy by rea&n of the advantages they re- 
ceive from tbem, by way of Commerce. They 
cqoy the feme Freedom with the reft, but are "" 

not permitted ro make publick profeflion of their 
Religion, whichr if they do, tfey arc put under 
tbe mquifkion, and are treated like Chriitian Apo- 
ftates. 

Pcrfons of Qjiality are carried in Palanquins by 
their Slaves^ and ftldom are iec& on Horft-*back, ^ 
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unlefi it be tfpon extraordinary occafions ,. as ta. 
Conduft the Vice-Roy into the Country,, of to af- 
fift at the running of the Ring, or Bullfight- 
ing. * 

The Slaves at G^d riot wanting conveniericy to 

s^/T'va at Dclert rheir Matters, and to Ihelter th^mfelves in 

Goa. tlie Adjacent Provinces^ where they are out of 

their reach, makes them not to be treated fo harfh- 

* ly as in lome other parts, which m^kes thefe Bar^ 

/>/zr//z«j very unruly and infolent. They freiquent* 

ly Rob on the Hign-ways, and tho' they are not- 

permitted to wear any thmg elfe about them but 

a Cane, yet they comcnonly knock Paflengerson 

the Head before they Rob them. 

A certain Gentleman coming one day alone 
froni his Country-Houfe, near Goa^ was fet upon 
by one* of thefe Negroe Slavps, who threatnea to 
knock his Brains out if he did not immediately iur« 
render hi^ Money land Cloiaths. The Vortuguefi 
had a Sword and Dagger by his fide, bdt the other 
having iiirprized him unawares, and holdmg up 
Ills Cane ready to ftrJkc i£ he made the'leaft inoti* 
^ on, he found himfelf not in a condition to put 
himfclf in a pofture of defence, without moft im- 
minent danger of being killed. And finding ho 
other remedy than to fuireiuler, lie cunninj^,* but 
in a careleis mannei', let drop fome^ of WisM<;«icy, 
^nd ^hiift the Slave w^i buiie in taking if up, 
took this opportunity to draw his Dagger Wherc- 
' . with he dtlpatched him ptefently. 

It woulci be luperfluous to enlarge here upon the 
Mariners and Cuftoms of the Benupiefesy they be- 
ing too well known in thefe parts,to deferve a parti- 
. ^ cu' ar l3c(crjptton. T here arc very few but what are 
^"jj^^^fiifficiently Icnfible that the Port uguefcs in general 
kucics. *h^^^ ^^^^- ^^^^^ Qualities belonging to them : To 
^ , be Zeal)us to the hrgheftdegree of Superftition ; to 

be Amorous to a degree of Madnefi, and Jealous 
beyond all feafbn. Neither will it appear ftrange, 
* ii the Ladies of Goa are as tradable and obliging 
to handfome Men, as thofe oi LUbon. JTis true, 

^ they 
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they are watchM as narrowly as is jipfllble to be 
done, but they fcldom want wit to deceive their 
Keepers, whenthev are feiblvedto tafttof the for- 
bidden Fruit ; ana they are the moft revengeful 
Creatures in the World, if they happen to be d it 
appointed in their Expe6ktiori. 

1 cannot but remember a certain Amorous In-Ladiarf 
trigue which hapned at*the fime time when I wasGoa* 
at Goa^ It feenis a Lady of this City, had caft her * 
Eyes upon a certain young jBwj/i/b Gentieman, 
who was at that time at Goa^ abbut fbmeBufinefs 
concerning their Eafl^IndU Company. Her Heart 
being^ eafily fufceptible of Love, the very firft fight 
of tms Stranger, had made fo lively an imprefiion 
upon It, that (he could not reft (atisfied till (he had 
teit one of her Female Slaves, fno novice in the 
procuring Trade J to defire me EnjfUJh Man to * 
pve her a vifit ; tne Slave fiifficiently acguitted her 
elf cXhtt Charge, telling the Young Gentleman, 
Axat he had the beft opportunity in the Wprld, 
of taking his Satisfa£fcton, her Lady^s Husband be- 
ing abroadi, ib that the Englifh Man oyertome by 
her intreaties and perfwafions, promifed'to come 
at the app<MQted tin^, at which fhe being over* 
joyed returned to her Mlftrefs to bring her the • 
welcome News that her Gallant would cenainly 
be with her according to her a{5p^incment. 

The Lady being one of thofe that cannot bear 
dekys without much impatience, made the poor 
Slave fland Sentry two Hours before the appoiri- 
toi time, to receive her Lover, and Conduft him '. ' ^ - 
to her Apartment. But whether it was that the 
Bngti[h Man ctreadin^ the Jealoufie of the Portu- 
guefes^^ did not think it worthy hiJ while t^ venture 
his Life for a chance bit, or that fome other rea- 
ion hindred him. he did not make his perfonal apw 
peaiance, according to his promilp ; fb that the 
poor SUve after fhe had kept her poft till Mid- _^ 
ni^t, retum'd diiconiblate to her Miftrefi, who . "^ 
bemg put beyond all Patience, by reafen of her 
. dilapppintmenc^ revenged her &£ upon the Slave,

whofe Back paid for all ; and fjic would ccrtam* 
ly have felt the moft direful tStSts of her fuiy, 
jf fhe had not protoifed fhe woujd go the next 
Morning to find out thie En^Uflo Man, to upbraid 
him with the breach of hi^ Wotd, and not tO: 
leave him tilli(he had engaged him to comply with, 
herdefires. ^ 

Th6 Negroe Slave as it Happened had the good 
For^ne to meet with the EngHJh Man, unto whom, 
fhe related in U moft ample manner how flie had 
been treated by her Miitrefi , occalioned by« his 
negleft or breach of Word, moft eameftiv inprea- 
ting him only to afford her Miftrefi the favour of 
one vifvt, wichput which, fhe would be in dang^ 
of being torn to pieces by this palfionate body« 
He promifed , out of Coroplai^nce ^ to come 
very fhortly to pay her a vifit, but performM his 
promife no better than the firft time, being obliged 
to leave Goa in a few days after. 
^ The Portuguefes and Meftices wear their Cloaths 

in the J«rf;Vi after the fame manner as they da in 
Portugal J except that they ufe no Stocldags, jtheir 
Breedies reaching down to their Anklet, the bet- 
ter to defend themfelves againft t^e burning Heat 
of that Climate. 
T^iirDNfs. But the Goa Ladies Drefs is diffibrcnt fi'om that 
of the Ladies #f Lisbon, They wear a kind of 
half Smocks, of the cl«arefl and fineft Muflixi, 
whic^ ferves more to keep than from being incom-, 
moded by the Flies, than to cover tlieir Bodies*

'T'HE Wind being not very favour^le to ut 

* as we Sailed out of the Harbour iA Gaa, we 

CQuld icarce reach that day within fight of Bet4'' 

ffurpAj a place Situate about 8 Leagues to the 
^orth of Gpa^ and ynder the judidiction of the 
Prince iSevagi ; our intenti(m was to have touched 
at Hf^ifouTy but not being ^ble to go thither with- 
out mifch lof^of tlp^e, we wer^ obliged to' go a* 
(hoar at Achara^ a place likewiie belonging to the 
Prince iSevagi^ to take in fre(h Prtvifions. 

^ But as we were within a League of the Shoar, we 
dilcovered 6 ftout Vifeflfels, vrhtch we believing to 
belong to the Port of Acharay the Sicurs Be$h^ de U 
itrm^ and my ielf wen^ with oar Chalouf Man- 
ned 
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nrf only with 7 Mahcmetans^ ,md an. Interpreter, 
to take a fiill view oi them ^ but (car<:e were we 
come within Cannon Shot , when we perceived 
them to be 6 Malabar Cor&irs, who could have no 
lefi than lyoo MenonBoard. 

Our Sea-Men being aU Mahometans , had Ids rbcy mh im 
realqp to he frighted at the danger that threatned <^^«5rw ff 
us than we, who being Chrifiians, could not expeH: ^^H f^km 
the leaft Mercy from thefe Sarbarians^ notwiih-^^^^'fCbi^ 
ftanding which;, they would have Icap'd overboard ^*!*» 
. to five themfelves with Swimfcg, if we had not 
forced them with our Swords in hand to row to 
the Shoar, this being the only meatis to eicape the 
danger into which we had thrown our felves by 
ourpwn impoitdence and foolhardinefi. :Th Sca- 
Men feeing us S) r^iplute pljrM their Oars lb wa- 
rily that ma very ffnall tim6 they brought us 
without the reach oF their Cannon, lb that we got 
fefidy a-fhoar, without having received the IcatS 
damage. 

No Iboner were we got a-(hoar, but we were 
informed that the ^e- Corfiits had juft before ta- 
ken a HcfV bek>aging to the French Eiift*lniU Com- 
pany, valued at xooo /. Sterling, ^hich they ha- 
ving (old to the Goyemour of Achara^ we (aw the 
Veuel lying afterwards in the River. ' 

» Tho** tlie Prince Sevagi^ the Lord of this Port, 
was ab(blutely in* our Inteceft, yet all our Sea-M€n 
being Mahometans^ except only three Frencff Men, 
.we were very uneafie aoouc our Ship, for fear it 
(hould fall into the Hands of the(e Cor&irs. ^Uk. 
J^etit the Captain had more rea(cm to be conciemed 
than all the reft, he having left his Ship to go a- 
Ihoar in u place where he nad no concerns on^tbe 
* account or the Company ; and to add to our a£^ 
fli£l;ion;> the Wind being guite contrary, we could 
not get back again to the ohip.^ 

In rhis extremity, the Captain took a idohitioQ 

(uitableto the emergen<r^ of our Affairs, which did

fnto a ^mall Canoe^ or fKhcr-Boat^ and living

Soon after the Ship called the Mfilj Gh^j^ ^urtism 
600 Tuns, coinmanded by Cap|^i^.i(a4i^ ciatns 
to an Anchor in the Road of Surane ; me had on 
board the Sieur de Goeron, Dire£kor General of the 
French Eaft-India Company, and his Sod, and had 
been near nine Months in her picflage from Frayice^ 
having been droven by tempeftuous Weather a* 
mong the Maldivc IQanos, from whence few. Ships 
efcapp,^ 

The' Scurvy was got lb defoerately among die 
whole Ships Crew, that they nad ic^ce hands e« 
nough left to manage the Sails. So ibon as the Di- 
re£kors were advertilcd of her arrival, they himi(h« 
ed her with skillful Pilates, which condufbed her 
into the Qort of Sifvafy. The (ick. Mariners beins 
1>rought on flioar, were committed to my care, ^d 
what with the help of the Land- Air, and other pro- 
; per Remedies, very few of them but what recover^ 
ed in a little time.

ISc^d as long as the rainy Seaibn laft^ at Sunu^ 
te, where, there happened at that time ibme 
dtfierences betwixt the Diredors^whidi, however 
did not hinder us from taking^ our plealiire our 
felves, as well as we could; but it was not long be« . 
£>re our Jollity was tum*d into Grief, bj the luddea 
death of the Sieur de BUt^ one of tb^ moft confide- 
r^ble Perions of pur Nation in diole parts, who be» 
ing feized with a violent Fever, died after nine 
days ficknels. 

According to the cufto?! of the Ej^trmms in the , 

hiM^^ we invited all die chief Meq^^ ot the t;ngHjh jj^j^ 
and Dufch to the Funeral, who appeared there with JJJJ^' 
all their attendance, as did alio aouhdance of other 
Merchants, hoii Armenians ^nd Mahometans. 

All the French there prefent were in Mourning 
fome on Horfe-badc, (bme in Palanquins, who ao- 
companied tEe Corps, which Was carried ia ia 
Mourning Coach to the Church-Yard, belonging •. 
to th^ Erenchy which Was at a Miles dfflance from 
the City. 

The Rains being more violent than ulual this 
Winter Seaibn, were followed by moft terrible in- 
undatiom, which cauied the Rivers to iweU to an 
extraordinary degree,^ fb that abundance of Ships 
were forced from their Anchors by the violence of 
the Current, ibme of them run a Ground, others 
were flaved to pieces. A Ship belonging to the 
Great Mogul was forced with only one Man in her 
out of the River* and was never he/j-d of fince ; 
Another Ship of i8oa Tuas belonging to the

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&me Prince, wascafried by the violence of the Wa- 
ter* ib fer upon the Lan4, that after the Wjfcters

Much abo\lt the lame time we received intelli-

ft Th^ defifin, he was (ailed from* thence to St. Thomas in

fcnt on (hoar for t;hat purpo(e, having been very ill

About the beginning of OBohr^ the Sieur Fcr^ 
f;i4»r/ who was Captain of the Ship called the St. 
J4ww,received orders toget every thing ready for his 
departure, and I being commanded to go on board 
the (ameShip, we departed from 5Kr/://<!' without 
knowing whither we were bound,) out orders being 
(caled up' and not to be opened till we were twenty 
Leagues at Sea of oft' ^«r4/>f. ' 

It was our Opinion, that die Pr^wcA- Direftors 
having received (ecret intelligence, tliat we were

Here it was that the Ponuffiefcs had formerly a 
flrong Fort, which being judged impreghabk^ 
made them M^afters of the wliole Perjkn <5ulph ; • .

avaricioufnefe of him who commanded in the Fort, 
who having fold the Provifions laid up for the u& 
of the Garrifen, to the Arabians at an exceffive price^ 
id hopes of receiving frefliiiipplie&in alittle time ; 
. the King of die Giuntry to^ hbld of this oppor*» 
tunity, ftreightly Befieged the place, and iorcea die 
Piwrttf wf/ff J to fiirrender at Difcretion. , The Pw/w- 
£uefes remain evef fince at Enmity wiA t;hefe Arabia 
ans^ but have hitherto not been able to recover the 
Fort. 

Fronihence we coaftcd it alotig to the Ca^ of * 
Mqfandan^ where the Gulph begins tO be ,fo fti'ajjjht, ^ 

that the Land appears on both fides. Not far from 
thIs.Cape we difcovered a VeffeU after which,' pur- 
iiiant to our orders, we made all the Ciil we cquld 
to come up with her/ But finding that Ihe avdiJ- 
ed our Company, we gave her a Cannon Ball, and' 
put up our Flag, when the Captain came on board 
of usj^nd fhew'd us his Pals rifom the Vrench Eaft- 
India Company, by which it appeared that (he be- 
longed to feme Merchants of f«r4r>e. 

We came afiierw^rds in fight of the Ifle of Are*

CHAP. XVI. 

Of Gamerott, and of Ormus. 

^ CiW §rT\^^^^ ^^^^ *! * City belonging to the King 
Gwaeron •*^ of P^y/?*!, having received its name from their 
'King Sb4ch AbaSf who caused this City to be Re- 
paired and Beautified. It was fornierly called Ga^ 
meron^znd is Situate under the twenty feventh degree 
($ North Latitude ; it is one of . the largeft and befl 
peopled Cities in thofe parts, where thefe is always 
a great concourle of Merchants, as well Perjiam as 
Foreij^ners Moft of the InSm Ships ^uchin this 
. Port, It being look'd upon as the fbiple of fifth tn- 
dUn Comipoaities as are consumed itf Pcrfu ; dieir.^ 
Houfes are built two Stories high, being flat and 
Tlrrafled on the top with Sumitier Hoiiles^ the 
better to enjoy the benefit of the frefh Air. The' 
$treets are here very narrow, and their Market- 

S laces not extraordinary large. People of C^alit/ 
tvert themfelTes in their Country rfouies built a-r 
mot^ die Mountains, from Afrilio Seftember^ da-, 
ring which cime^ few others but M^^rchants, and 
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tiiofe depeodmg^ on them, are to be feen in the ^ *■'. 

The Situation of this place is fuch', as to contri- 
bute not a little to the mconveniencies occafioned 
by the exceJlive heats. Fbr juft without the Walls 
of the Citv, to the Eaft, there are ftveral high 
Rocky Hills, from whence the burning rage of the 
Sun reflc6Hng upon the City and the Port, raakes ^^^5^^^^^. 
the heats alihoft iniupportabfe. Befides which, the ^^ 
hot South Winds lay k> continually upon the Port, 
which choaks up the Foreign Mariners not ufed to 
die Climate, abundance of whom die very fud^ V 
denly. . 

Upon thefe Hills there are vaft quantities of the 
Rofe^ we call Rofes o( Jericho which open as fbon 
as they afexHit in Water,^ and (hut again as (boa as 
taken out. The Mountains of Arabia lie on the o- 
ther fide of the Gulph, which is not above eight 
L^ffles broad hereaoouts. \. 

Tnerc is not one fountain in this gre^t City j 
. feme Wells they have, but the Water is brackilh: 
So that they fetch all their frefli Water at a Leagues . 
di&dnce from the Town. TTiey have a certain ki^d. 
of Eaathen Veflcls, in which they keep their Wa- 
ter as cool as if it m^ been lately drawn front the 
Spring. ' 

The Ground about Baudar Ahafy is very Sandy, 
and confequently not very, fruitful, but fome 
Leagues from thence, there grows moft excellent -, 
Wine, which they call Chiras Wine. They ufe 
alfc another ibrt of White Wine, which is made • 
in fce Me of H^ichcmlcbe^ wher^ the Grapes are 
without Stones. " ^ 

Several of the European Nations have rfieir Fa- 
Aories at Gamerm^ this City being a free Port for 
all Foreigners to Trade in. * • . . 

The Perjians are all Mahometans, and fb is their 
Prince, but as there are iabundance of Pagans alfo 
ia Pcrfia^ thCT allow them the free Excrcife of their 
Beligion in- their Temples, and their publick Bath- 
ing places. I met n^ar this place with fome of thef^ 
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Trees, of which I have fpokea before, to wit, 
that they turn their Branches down-ward, and when 
they touch tjie Ground,^ th^y tajke root immediate- 
ly ; I law here one of this kmd, under which 6000 
M^n might have been placed with good convehi- 
ency. I alio met with a Pagan, whole hair was a- 
bove fifteen foot long, he was one of diat S^Gt they 
call Faquir}.

Ormos. The liland of Ormusis iiot above a Mile diftant 
from Areqfte to the South. This Ifle is much oSkko 
feme bignefi with the former, but the Croimds are 
not fo low. Here are whole Mountains of Salt^ 
which by reaion of their Whiteneis, are^ieen at-n 
. gpeat diirance at Sea. The ground is quite unfit CD 
produce any thing for the conveniency or foftenance 
of Mankind, neither does it afford any ftdh Water,. 
>^hich they are obliged tocarry.thither from the Oifr; 
IM^nt, a&d takeep it in Ciitems* 
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The Pcrtugtttfes built formerly 5n thi? Ifland a ve- 
rjr ftrong Fort, which remains entire to this day, 
with all Its Artillery.- They were droven from 
thence by the Perfiansj with the affiftance of the 
^nglijh^ who in recompence of this piece of (ervice, 
liad granted ihem the one moity of all th^ Cuftoms 
of Baudar 4^aftj/^ by the Perjian King. The Ponu- 
^«ry?i nevertheleis enjoy the freedom of the Port, as 
well as other Foreigners. Fonnerly they ufed to

OiiT Departure from Gamcron* 

»• • - ... ' 

*Vlr7TE having no other bqSnefi in P^^, than to 
W convoy die St. Francis from thence to Surap- 
ie J we ftaid no longer at Baudar Abafty^ than w«s 
xieceflary for the Officers of the Ships to dilpatch 
Aeir Afiairs. We therefore iet fiil out of the Road 
oiGamcron:, on the loth, day of Decemker^.bux. the 
V,^inds almoft chopping stout eeery moment iri the 
Ferfian Qulph, it was not without a great deal of 
trouble we got out of the Gulph. 

Some davs after we difcovcred four fails of Ships, 
which we oelieving to be Hollanders^ pat us under 
feme apprebenfions of danga:, for v/hich reafbn, 
we made a Merchant Man, pelonging to ' .S^/i/^r, 
lead the Van to get what intelligence they could of 
theor; but our rear was g^oundlefs, thefe four ihips 
jiroying to be French^ aiid were commanded by 
dieSieurs Ic l^oadj ToviUaaft zndjonehere: the 

feiirth being a Merchant Man di-SurMe^ had a 
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Dutch Captain, who formerly had been in the (er- 
vice of ourr* Company as a Pilot. We would 
have detained him as our Prisoner, but (hewing us. 
his Pafi, arid a Difchargc frooi ths, Dire&orfi or the 
Company, we let him pafi without any farther mo- 
legation. The Dire^ors of the French Eaft-India 
Company at Suratte^ being fenfible of what tonfe* 
quence the Slip the St. Francis was to oiir Compa- 
ny, had lent thefe three Ships to join us, with or* 
ders to &il all together to the Port of hmhay^ to a- 
void falling into the Hands of the Dutch Fkec, 
which they had mtelligence to be out at Sea, amx,^ 
mgltom Ceylon wSur^ne. 

There happened Ibme difference betwixt the two 
Captains of the St. Francis^ and of the St P^ttl the 
lafl: of theie two carrying her Flag, on thamaih Mafi, 
with orders from the Dire&ors, for th^her to take 
down his fo Iboa as they were Jdned ; ^ which the. 
Captain of the St. Francisy whohad carried the Flag 
' all along, being unwilling to comply with, thejr 
came to very high Words i Bm there being an ab> 
(blute n^mty of obeying the Orders of their Ma» 
fters, the inatter went no further. 

Though we were continually peft^ed with coti-

It was not many years ago in the pofleiHon of - 
Boiabay. the Smuguefes^ ^bo lurrendred it to t& EvgUJb at

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the rime of themafifiage betwixt the King of Bng-^ 
land^ with the In&nta of Portugal. . 

The Bnglijh have fince that time built there a ve- 
ry fine Fpit, where the Prcfident of thdr Eafl In- 
dia Company commonly keeps hisReOdence. They , 
hare alfo laid the Foundation of a City, where they ; 
£nant Liberty to all ftrangers of what Religion or / 
■fetion Ibever to fettle themfelves, and exempt them 
from all manner of Taxes for the firft twenty years. 
We were treated he^ie with abundance of Civility, 
which we in part attributed to the gpod underftand- 
ing there was at that time betwixt thofe two Nati- 
ons, ♦ 

We lent notice of bur arrival at Bombay^ to our 
Dire6&rs at^r4//|p, and having received orders 
from them to let fiil without any furriier delay for 
that Port, we weighed Anchor and left JBowitfjf the 
3^o^i&. of January^ and in two days after caiie in the^ 
VJ^^Aoi Sumtte, We found there the St,yo/»«of 
Bayome^ and another Veffel commanded by the Si- 
cur de Grille ; they both belonged to the Sieur dc 
la Haye. They were together with the St. Jnmesy 
bound for St. TAtfiwij, whither they were to carry 
the Sieur Baron^ who with (bme Forces was going 
to the relief of the abovementioned Sieur de la Hay e^ 
who was Befieg[ed by the forces of the King of Go/- 
ccnda^ in the City he had taken from them before. 

After my remm from Perfia, to Surane^ 1 received ^ - 
Letters from my Father out of France-^ the bearer of 
them was one Mr. Care a Clergy^man,* whp being 
obliged to go ftreightways to St. Thomas^ to carry / 

certain Inftru<9iofia$ to Mr, la Haye^ from the Ealt- 
Inidia Company put of fV/r«ctf, from whence he was 
come with ^U the expedition imaginable by Land, 
he had left- diem witu the Sieur Peth, who was to 
deliver them to me. 

The Sieur Baron was no (boner gone for St. Tho^ 
ffMs^ but the Sieur Grefon began to get his Equipage 
inreadinefi, in order for his departure into Perfia^, ^ [ 
whither he was to^go- in the Quality of an AmbaJTa* 
ilor. Accordingly he fet fcil oiit of the f oad of Su^ i 
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ratte^ on the irotb day - of Fehruary^ notwitUknd- 
ing it was noifed about the Town that the Dutch 
Fleet bad oeen feen on that Coaft. But before his 
departure, having obtained permiiCon from him 
to ga whither I thought moft convenient my fel£ 
I dtlpofed every thing to quit 'Suratte^ with.#c firft 
opportunity, to (atisfie mjf Curiofity in fome other 
pirtsofthe W*^/. ^

only to recommend me to him in peribh, but al£r 
eameftly to defire him to Eivour me with his re- 
commendatory Letters to liich places as I (faould 
have oGcafion to vifit hereafter. 
U^vet ^^^ I had tajcen my farewel of «I1 my Friends 
Sorattff. at SurattCy I let out from thence on the t^d day ok 
March. J Travelled by Land in , a Calaifa, , drawn 
according to the Indian Faihion, by a Oxen, widi- 
out any other Company liut my Guide. We laid 
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that Night at a Hoi& which Hood all alone, i 

where we had pretty good A<^coniniodarioo; The 
next day we came to Gandiviy where, notwith- 
ftandmg I wag provided with a Pais, I was ftopp'd 
bv die Guard of the Town, who detain'd ray 
Goods iPbut having mafde my Complaints, to the 
Goycmour, he ordiered them to let me pa6 with- 
out any further hindrance ; fb that early the next 
Momuigl puriued my Journey to the River of 
Ddman^ where my Guide left nie. I pafled the 
River the iamej^ight, and being not ignorant of 
the Portuguefe Tongue, I was'in a capacity to pro- ' " 

vide for my felf a Lodging, which l took up at a 
certain f«AV»*8Hoii(e, who; being tum'd CAr//?x4», 
made it hi^Bufirtefs to liodge Foreign- Travellers, 
The HoUfe wai all of Straw, and the Chamber ^^^'^''^ 
where I was to Sleep, open on the Top, the better ^*°**^* 
to enjoy the benefit of the frefh Air. OurHoft's 
Employment was to make -^^w^ Vipaj)i the 'Tkry^ 
aria hiaHoUfe was adjoining to the very Walls of 
the Citf, of,which I "jviil give you a fiiort Defcrip- - _ 
tiiMi here, before we go further. « 

This City was Built t^ the Ponuguefes^ yrho re- ^ ^^/^,-^. 
main in pofleflion of it to this day; it Is about ^.^^j-^^* 
ao' Leagues itomJSuratte^ and 80 from Go^ • it^^^ 
is not very laree^ but ftrong and neatly kept ; the 
Streets are not Paved, but very ftraight and regu- 
hx. The Houfes are all handfome Buildings, and ' 
the Churches very Magnificent, cfpeclalljrthe Pa- 
rilh Churjch. and thc^Chappel of the Charitable So- 
ciety, Etefiaes which, there are 4 others belonging 
to the ^efuitSy to the Jacobin^ and Aujiin Friars, 
and to the I(ecolk8s. \ -^^ 

The Inhabitants of D^nii^are look'd upon^asj^^j^^^^;. 
the beft Horfe-Men In the Indies^ they having once f^nts. 
defended themfelves with great bravery agamft an: v 
Army of the Great Mogul^^ confifting 0^40000 
Men, who had Befieged the blace. This Govem- 
inent is one of ihe moft connderable the Pormguefes 
are Mafters of in thefe parts : He that was Gover-

be not carefolly look'd after. 

The Ciy lies not above a good Cannon Shot 
from the Sea fide, ^nd on the oppofite Shoar oS 
rte Fort »/ the River is the Fort of St. Jercm, which .is a.gr^t 
Stjerom- addition to the Strength and defence of Ddman ; 
for wixlch realon it is, that the Fortugutfes are mori 
careful of this Fort, than of any other they arc . 
Mailers of in the Miet^ they not allowing any 
Negroes to be received among the Soldiers df the 
* Garriibn, which always confifts of 400 Men ac 
leaft. Every pne of thefe, are obliged to He eve- 
ry Night within the Fprt, and if any one diances 
to do otherwife,without (pecial leave from the Go- 
vernour, (who never grants it but upon extraor*^ 
dinary occafions,) they lofe their Pay for thatdaj, 
for the iirft offence^ and the fecond tiofie they ate 
Ca(hier*d. The Gbv,emour of this Fort has tier 
dependancc on the Govemqur of the City j they 
are never above ^ Years in the fame port, a Cu*. 
ftom oWerved by the Pcrfuguefcj with all thi r^ 
of their Governours, 

The Air about Daman is very pleafant, and ihe 
principal Inhabitants of the City pafi the ^reateft 
part oi ^ x^ar at their Country Houies.

Concerning our ft ay at Daman. 

TU[0 T long before my Arrival at Daman j^ tfie 
*X ♦Sieur de Sf. James^ Son of a French Phyucian. 
and another yoatiz French Man. were Married 
there. The laft of thefe two had Married theBa- 
ftard Sifter ot a Lady olQpality, called Donna Pe* 
trcfUUa de U Cerda^ who, after ihe wa5 a Widow^ 
had Married ^erfon of the firft Rank among the 
Pommifes. The Sieur deS$. James had Married 
the Uaughter of this Lady«who(e Name being Dm^ 
na ^ofa de Mello^ yf2A in all refpe£b aniwerable to 
her Youth and Beauty. 

r having heard much ta& of them at Suratie ^ 
I thought my felf under an indifpeniible obligati- 
on to pay them a vifit. But the firft thing I did 
was to deliver mv recommendation to the Rei^r 
of the JeluitCoil6ge, who received me with all 
the Cinlity imaginable, and condu£l:ed me to the 
Govemour. who after he had treated me according 
to his Qpality, propoied to me to ftay at Danmn^ 
where there was at that time no other Phylician^ 
but fya^e Pagan Indians^ whc^ Pradice confifting 
only in a few Receipts, they atn>l)r them indiflfe- 
rentl^ to all Patients. I return o his Compliment 
definng ibme time to confider of the matter ; and 
the Redor of thejefuits obferving mv inclination 
to Travelling tol)e more orevailing l|fh me than 
the ProiR>e£l of prefent advantages, urged me to 
accept oidieGovemour^s offers, auuringme, that 
he would make uie of all his interefts tor myfiir- 
their Advantage* 

The next following day I paid a vipt to my 
two Country-Men, of whom I Ipoke juft now,

ving ealily cranted, they had withotit my «know-^ 
ledge fent lor my TrunKs, ib that when after (bme 
Hours flay^ I was going to take my leave, they 
intreated me to accept <X their Houfe. which at 
their reiterated intreatied I could not result vo xof 
two generous Country •Men. 

I was not ignorant of the Ciiftom of the P&ntr^ 
guefis^ with whom you can Icarce meet with (affid- 
ent circumfpefHcm, in td^^ of the &ir Sex, I 
did not as yet menti(»i one word concerning their 
Ladies ; but the next day they were the fimthat 
mentioned and propofed a vifitto them ; I feem'^d 
to be carelefi in the matter, and having Q)ent the 
fireateft ]^art of the day in viiiting (bme of my 
Patients m the Gty, at my return towards Night, 
they introduced me to tbem in their Apartments, 
where I entertained tfaetjli^ith the &me freedoni 
as we do in Prance^ wherea; they feemM not at 
dl diQ>Ieafed. . The^ did ask me many Qpeftipns, 
which I angered as well as I could, and Donna Pe». 
trmUU Addrefiing her Diicoudle to me, above the 
reft, we did not part till late at Night. 

I did not fail afterwards to vifit them at leaft 
once a day, and Petranilla treated me always widi 
more than ordinary Civility. She was of about

The Inhabitants here arc very Rich, tho' thfe Ri- 
ver -be io (hallow as not to be Navigable, unlefs by 
,(inall Ships. There is but one rarifh Qmrdiy 
' one Chapel belonging to the Charitable Society, 
and a Church belonging to the Jacobin-Friars. On. 
the Friday in the Aiternoon we heard a Sermon, oi

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- the Paflion of ChrilL and the Prieft made many 
* pauies, the more paiSonately, as Tiuppoie, to re- 

preient the Myftery of the matter he was treating 
JS of. The Women fit in a Gallery by themfelves

they are not feen they make themfelves to be un- 
derftood hy their knodcinc their Breafts, by their 
Sighs and Groans, which they fend forth as often 
as the Prieft (ays any thing that moves Compaflion, 
Neverthelcfi , . there are many among them, who 
make but ill ufe of this Holy-day, and under t^

fnajfrn ' After Sermon we (aw the Proceffion, which wa» 
ilrTrapor. preceded by fevcral Penifents, who haVing their 
Faces covered,and their Backs naked,did whip them- 
felves with io much eagemeis, that tlie Blood ^« 
lowed thelafli. ' After thefe came the Inhabitants;^ 
of the placo, each with a lighted Torch in his 
Hand.9^ and then the Priefts. Immediately after 
, thttn was carried the bNBe, reprefenting our Sa^ 
\^pur^s defeehding fromume Cro(s, which being 
firrounded with wout to young New« Mask*d 
and arm*d with Lances , with a Captain at the 
head of them; and feveral Drums and Trumpets^ 
made altogether a very fbiange Spe6lacle. For, 
after they had taken a round in the Qty, the Cru- 
cifix was Solemnly InterrM in a Sepulchre prepa^ 
red for that purpofe ; and I muft confcfs that this 
Ceremony, which in other places, where the whole 
is tranllaied with more decency, inl^ires the peo- 
ple widi Devotion, did appear lb ridiculous among 
tilt PdYtuguefes^ in thofe parts, that I could fearce 
fortear Laugljjing my felf:

Fleet, We let (ail on the 6f ft day of January for 
Msjfaim^ where we were to ftay for the Galleots, 
wmch were behind a€ C/fm^r/ii. 

We arrived at Bajfaim the next day in the After- 
noon, when I, to ferisfie my curiouty, went into 
che Town, where I met with the Sieur de Sep^ine^

They relate that a Thief having caft his Eyes -^« rndlan

Accordingly the Villain approacking the' Image, 
was going to take oflF the Crown, but by a moft fur- 
prizing Miracle, both the Robber and Crown be- ^ 
came i^iunoveable in die iame inftant, in which po- , 
fture he was found lo ioon as the Church doors 
were opened. There is z part of the Fore-head, ;* 
(which they lay is the place where he fixM his 
Thumb) which at^diftance, fliines as bright as a 
Star, and as ypu draw nearer aiid nearer, it difeppears 
by degrees, fo that when you come to touch it, you 
find nothing extraordinary in the matter. 

This Image is in liich Veneration in thofe parts, 
thait not alone the Chriftians, but alio the Maho- 
metans % and Pagans make; their Vows to it, before 
tliey undfftake any thin^ of Moment, and as thele 
Vows commonly con^M: in Ibme offerings or other, 
tJEUf Church has gathered vaft Riches.

NO T to entangle my felf heti in a _ 
greiSion, and diftin6iion of the lahaUbdlrsjof ^

ters ; That they are much addi6):ed to Witchcrafei 
or at Icaft are reputed lb to be ; thCT are vei y fe per- 
ftitiou^, have neither Temples nor Feafls, and adore 
the Devil. Their Hair they weaar/)f a grfeatkngt^ 
their Complexion is fwarthy, they go Naked^ ^e 
naturally Brave and Nimble, and nev^ forgive an 
Injury. Their Arms are only^ a ie# Arrava^ 
which inftead of Iron, are provided with a' home 
of a Fiih at the end : and if ai^ of them nute ufe 
of Iron^hey are fuch as have got it by the c<Miyet!&* 
tion with the Emopeans. They are hot un^ilfiil 
in Husbandry, but are more addifted tO'Hu0ting 
and Filhing. TleyeatallfertsofFlcih^anilasthey 
never laj? up any Provifions for future ufe, ^ they 
endur^Famme upon an occaiion with an unparallel rd 
conftancy. They are naturally Warlike, and al- 
WByf:at Wars with one anoujer; liichof their 
Enemies as thejr take Prilbners, they Fetter, and 
Brafilians puWickly kill them, and fo eat them. They don't 
9at their evcn inierr their dead Friends, but devour them, c- 
^»^ , vien fometimes before the breath is out of their Bo* 
f^tmify 4ics, For if they judge their Friends paft aU 
* ' ^ hopes 
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hopes of recovery, they kill them for f«ur thef 
(hould grpw lean before they die ^ and becaufe 
they would budbaod iheir Dead Friends to theb^ 
advantage, they dry their Bones, which they be^ 
to Powder, and make up in k kind of a pap, and 
ib eat it. When the Europeans upbraid them widi 
their Caielties, they r^usfbranfwer, thatwe 
are a Company of impious wretches, who liiffer our 
Fiiends and Parents to be coniumed in the Earth by 
theVefmine,whea we might with mott reaibnafibid 
them our Belly for their Buiying-place. 

The Pevtuguefes in Brajil^ live here for the voxAfhT^mu 
part after the &n^ manner as they do in other pla^gocfes m 
ces, where they have fettled dieir Colonies. Tney SrafiL

L1V&011 to thefeyeral places Qt^the Coaft oEBrafit^ 
vrived thAe in the Month of June. The Admi- 
ral bein^ to convojr ibme Ships to J^id de Janeiro 
went thither in perlon, whilft we were getting eve- 
ry thing ready againft his return^ wmch we did 
not expGiB: to be till towards the end of Auguft. Be- 
ing r^v loaden and provided with all neceflaries 
for oup V oyage, we only ftaid till the Ships that were 
• come in with the Admind could take in Ibme frelb 
Provilions, andio itt fiiil together from the Bay rf 
All'^aints on die :; ^. Az7 of Scftember iti the Mom- . 
ing, being in all thirty oail, two a'nd twenty of this j 
Fleet being bound for Lisbon^ the reft, being eight'} 

for OpOTt0. ; 

We were icarce well out at Sea, when the Winds 
turned contrary the very firft day, and thus conti-> 
nued for near a Month after, fo that we were not 
able to double the Cape of St. Aiiftin till towards 
the end of September. 

The Veffels bound to Oforta being the nimhieft 
Sailers of the whole Fleet, left us here abouts, in 
hopes to reach the Portufuefe Coaft before us, btit 
they paid de$r for their hafte, the Algerines having 
taken two of them, as^ v^ were imprmed after--^ 
wards at LiV^w. 

/ Th^ 
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*nie Wind ircering about at the height^ of the 
Cape of St* ^uftin^ proved pretty favourable to us 
till we cable to Cape Fcrd. Much about the fime - ^ 
time it was we got fight^f the Ifle cdled Ferdn/mdP^ Ke of 
* Naropia, having borrowed its name from the^«*dnand 

S' erfen. who firft oifcovered it. Formerly all the**®N*'^S* 
iips that pailed this way, ufed to provide them- ***• 
fclves with fre(h Water in this Ifland, if they had 
OGcaiion for any. Btit (bmi^ itrangerd having left 
feme of their Dogd behind th<3m, mele ai'e multi- 
pliedand become wild to that degree, that there is 
no comifig on Oioar in that Ifland no^ a days. 

As we came within ten depees of the line, 
^he Wirfd b^an to be very changeable^ and proved 
loon afterquice contrary to us. but it blowing a 
l^rctty even -Gale, we advancea by little and little, 
till a moft drea(^l Tempeft arifing, drove us till 
under the x6/y&l Degree, where a great many of our 
Ships loft their Mafts and ^ails,' 

cut after having weathered it out, we at laft ome ^ o/T«r 
in fight of the Ifle (^Tmertf, belonging Cf. thg Par-cwtu 
tuguefes^ where they kepc their .King Frifoner for a \ 
cohfiderable time, and in aQ likelihood he would 
liave ended there his days, if they had not been 
afraid that he might find means to get from thence. ' 
It was on the twenty firft oEN&vember^ that we got 
fight of this Ifland, and if the Seas had not run jR> 
high) we would have gone a (hoar to refrefh our 
fclves; but as there is never a Port in the whole 
Ifland, and that there is iio fafe Anchoring in the 
Road, we continued our' courfen and on the three 
and twenrieriL came in* fi^t of the Me of St. MUj^, ^f ^^ . 
chaci^ whereabouts we ftaid all that Night near the^^^^l- 
Cape. The next Morning all our Ships Jlent their 
Chaloups a (hoar to finch feme f refli Proviiions, but 
did not come to an Anchor, that they might be in 
reafdinefi to put to Sea upon all occafions, the Hur- 
ricanes being io frequent here at this Seaion, that 
there is no fifexiding for Ships.

The furfuit of our Voyage^ and ontr Arrival 

at Lisbon.

AFter we had (pent fcme time in putting tbings 
in order, and ftof^ping the leaks occafioned by 
the late Tempeft, we were cruifing up and down, 
often changing our courfe^ to try whether wecould 
meet with any of our Ships, that were jep^irated 
from us in this laft Storai: but meeting. widi no 
VefTel that could give us tne leaft accoimt of diem, 
we thought it our beft way to direfl our courfe to- 
wards the Port of Lwtoif- 

Un the Eleventh of December towaan^ Evening, 
pur Sentinels dilcovered a (but Ship making up 
towards us; which we believing to be an^f/^mnr, 
we were getting every thing in readinefs fiw a vi- 
gorom defence, in cale we flxould be attacked by 
theie (Corsairs. We continued in this Pofture, the 
approaching Night having robbed us of the &- 
ti£ta6l.ibn to. be ri^tly 2nfprm^^whethQr.ihj^ 
Ship were an Eneipy ojr not ; as ine put one her 
Lignrs all the Night long, (b we didi d[ie &me, 
to give them to underftand, that we were not a- 
frald ofithem. /Thus we kept in fight of one a- 
nother till next Mprning, and each of us having 
done the beft we could to come up with one a- 
dier, we loon found our miftake, the Ship pro- 
ving to be one of our Fleet, that had loft our 
Company. 

Thus 
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Thus we filled in Company together all that 
day, and the next following heme the Thirteenth 
ottbe lame ^bhdi came in fi^t of the Fonu- 
guefi flioar, and towards Night advanced pretty 
near to the River, but could not .enter it, by ' 
reafon or the contrary Winds, we cruifed up 
and down at its Entrance, till the Fourteenth, 
without coming to ^ Anchor, when being joln- 
cd by die reft of * the Fleet, that were fepara- 
ted irom us' in the.laft Storm, except two, that * 

came in two days after us:. We entred the 
Port on the Fifteenth in the Morning, with a . 
%isfii^ion much eafier to be felt^ nian to be 
exprefled. We came to an Anchor juft oppo- 
fite to the Kings's Palace, who did us the Ho- 
nour to be a Spe^for of our Entrance from a 
Balcony, both fides of the River being lined 
with an infinity nunaber of People, who by 
their Joyftill Acclamations, gave \is ^ifficient de- 
mbnfliations of the Joy mey conceived at Qur 
happy Arrival in the Port of U^bon^

Of the Port ef Lisbon. 

IStayM fix whole Months at iiVM, tp fitisfie mv ' 
Curiofity kv taking a full view of this large ana 
Beautiful City. I had the honour to be acquaiit> 
ted with the Sieur Fabre ^ chief -Phyfidaa to the 
Queen of Portu^al^ who is in great eftecm not on- 
ly with this Pnncefs, but alfb among all the Gran* 
dees of the Kingdom. He was fo obliging as to 
offer me his Houfe , and I muft firerfy acknow-. 
ledge, that I received during my ftay in this Ciw-, 
fo many kindneifes and obligations firom his han(», 
that the only ,way left me to lepay them, is to 
Confefs ingeniouUy that they are lb many as to 
put me into defpair of ever being able to retaliate 
' them, unlcfi it be by a perpetual acknowledge* 
tnent, 

I am not ignorant* that Lisbon is much frequeti^ 
ted by Strangers, and that fuch as have not had 
the opportunity to go thither in peirfon,, naay eafily 
be iniirufted concerning this great City, out of ie- 
. veral Books that trea^ of it m particular, never- 
th^lefe, I hope it may not be unacceptable, if I fiy 
fbmething here^as it^vere en paflant,of a Qty,where 
Iftj^'<i .fix whole Months. 
7fe Kitytr ^ A he JRiver Xfgi//, by the Portuguefis called T^V * 
ff Lisbon* is very famous both for its largenefi, and the Gola 
which is drawn out of its Sands. It waters ieveral 
goodly Provinces, and runs dire(My under Ac 
Walls of the City of Lisbon^ where is one of the brfk 
Harbours in the World. 
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ThiS River is Situate under the 59th imd 4c5t1i 
Degrees of North Latitude. Its Entrance is to be ^ 
'ieen far off at Sea by the Mountain called by the 
Formguefcs La Hp^ua. As you pafi the Bar you muft 
be very carcfal to avoid the Sand Banks tbat are 
cm die South fide. 

Before you come up to the City of Lisbon^ you 
fee the ftroiig Fort and Town of Ctfcais. 'thxsThf Fort rf 
place is about f Leases diftant from the Capital Cafcai?^ 
Cinr, 18 always provided with a good Gajrifon,. 
ana has a Port capsible of containmg Ships of a 
great Bulk, but they don't ride very fdFely here, 
ff the Wind blows hard at Weft or South Weft. 
Cafcais is dignified with the Title of a Marquifate, ^ 
belonging to one of the greateft Lords of the King- 
dom. Near this place is the Bar of Lisbon^ where 
it is^ dangerous^ P^^flingi if you are not provided 
with a good Pilot , abundance of Ships having 
been. loft here for want of fiich guides as were weu 
acquainted with this pafTage. 

About two Leagues beyond defeats there are two /.^^ ^^^^ 
Forts ; one. whereof is Built upon Piles in the pj,,,,. , 
midft of the River ; the Portugucfes call it a Torre 
de Bougio ; the other is the/P^rt of St. Gian^ or 
St. JuUan'^ b^ thefe Forts are provided with - , 
good Gan*i(bns and a good Artillery, all the Ships 
fliat either enter or go out of the Port of Lisbtnty 
' being obliged to pals within the reach of their Can* 
non. 

Half ways betwpct thefe two Forts and the City 
is the Caftle of BeUm or Bethlehem. It is Bulk in the 
River, which is but narrow in this place. Tliis 
Caftle is as carefully guarded as the .reft, and here 
it is that the Officers of the Cuftom-Hodc vifit 
all the Ships, going out of the Port, to fee whe- 
ther they are aifeharged at the Cuftom-Houfe, be- 
fore they come away. 

Near this Caftle upon the very Banks of the Ri- 
ver, there is a very large Town, whcre^the Sh ps 
at they are coimg out are (breed to come to an 
Anchor, to flay for their laft di(charge from the

Ir contains 7 Hills within the Precii^ 
of its Walls ; on one of thefe Hills is Rrilt the

f!n. one of the Chapelr of thij Church is aa Alcar, ^^

Ipfce pf it, if you k4iep your fHf quiet betwixt 
Deckst for *thfe fim 4 or y days of your Voyage, 
• but not to abftain from Eating and Drinkiag, the' 
you jfhould brmg it upt ^kain immediately after ; 
lor,^ if you Vomit widi a mil Stomach, you don't 
ifaain fj violendy as you do when it is empty, 
when violent Vomitings cau(e H>fi:en viry dange- 
rous ItanorrBagies.

TTH E Scurvy , caird by the French A^arinei-s, 
^ the Land E viLis tlie mofl: dang^rpug and trou- 
blefomeof all thofc Dift^mpers^ which are ihcir <• 
dent to thofe that undertake great Voyages ^ it- 
being not only contagious,^ but alfo fcarce ever to 
be cur'd till you gfet aflioar. x ^ r r t 

The general Caufes of this Diftcmper are, the f ^^-^"^ ^/ 
Sea Air, the Salt Provifion,' both which cauf^ great ^^^ '^^"' -7 
- alterations in the Blood \ Melancholy, occafioned ^ ^"* _ 
by the tedioufiiefs, and other Inconveniencies of 
long Voyages; Tliirft, the conamou, Companion * , 
of thofe who are to pafs into the Eaftern-Parts, 
and that commonly at fuch a time whe;i they ftand 
inoft in need of Refiefliment. And laft of all,,^ 
the Naftinels of the Mariners, who feldomr keepi 
themfelves clean ahd neat. 

For which reafon it is, that the Officers, and Or 
fhers above the common Rank on board thefe- 
Ships, ate not fo much (ubjeft to the Scu: vy as 
the common Sea-raen, bccaufc they are bettei; 
provided with change of Linen, ana feed upoii 
Ach things as are ota better Digeftion and Nou-. 
riitment 

The firft Symptoms of the Scurvy, appear moft 
"commonly in the Mouth and Gums, wliich fw^B^ 
grow black, and emit a very ill Scent, fo that yoi^ 
are obliged to make very deep Incifions, aiid fome- . 
times to take away a confiderable quantity of cov-r' 
rupted Fleih aod Matter, which not only loo^ns .

This Corruntion of the Gums, and the breaking 
out into Blotches is-^commpnly preceded, or ina-!

mach, a Lazinefs by fainting and fwooning Fits, 
pains in the Head, Arms and Legs, andaLooie-^ 
nefe, but feldom by any Fever, I having oftea 
obferved, that the Pulfe commonly appears veiy 
little declining firom Jts natural State and Mo- 
stion. 
♦ The Blood being (for Reafbns above-alledged^ 
rendred thick and terreftrious, do*s not circulate 
freely in the letfe? Vefleis, which are fpre^ in the 
Gums, the extremities of bur Bodied, and all 
. 6ver our Skin ; fo that ics motion ceafing in thofe 
parts, they are deprived of their ufual Tupply of 
Spirits ; what wonder is it if the coagulatecl Blood

ReluSancy to be obferv'd in the Patient, who 
i>ever grumble, here at what their Phyficians do,

ther will let a Patient perifh than run the hazard 
of a Remedy, whfch, as they bdicve, not being 
fufficiently approved by experience , appears . 
doubtful to them, though theV judge the Di- . 
ftemper to be mortal, or incurable without it 

Neverthelefs it is cbfci-vable, that by their long 
experience they have made fuch Obfeivations con- 
cerning certain Diftempers peculiar to thofe 
Countries, that they praftife with better fiicciefi 
than die moft learned foreign Phyficians, who up- 
on certain occafions muft follow their footfteps, 
if they expeft.to fucceed in their Cures in this 
Climate. - 

They never allow their Patients affliftcd with 
any liind of Fever ii% the Indies, neither Meat, 
neither Eggs or Broath, this wduld be as much as 
the Patient's Kfe is worth, if they Ihould give 
them any of theic thbigf. They allow them no ^ 
other Drink but fair Water, and. for the reft for, 
their fuftenance, they give them'a C/iHge, which

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pnder my Cure the eldeft Daughter of a certain 
. Lady of the bcft Qpality in that, place, in wliich 
I had fucceeded (o well, that I received all the ac* - 
kno wicckfrient imaginable from hfcr hands. Ne- 
verChelels, one of her younger Daughters beJhg 
fain cUngeroufly ill of a continual Fever with a 
Delirmm j the Lady, upon the perfwafion of a 
CQTUin P^ffdite, who liid been a Phyfician to the 
Family a great while, made ufe of his.Prefcripti- 
" ons, without letting me know any thing of the 
matter ; But finding her Child ^row worfe and 
worfe, fhe' fent to me unknown to the Pagan 
Phyfician, defiring my advice concerniag her 
Daughter. It was the ninth . Day, when I was 
tall 'd to her, and findit^g her Urine of a whitifli 
jcplour, and the Fever very high with a violent 
Delirium, I drew from thence^ far different Indi- 
cations to what the Pandite\]sA done ; and having 
remonftrated ,to her Mother the danger of her 
Daughter, who was not above (everi years of

The InJian Phyfician hapning to come in the fame

Of iWBiflemper calldy The Indians 

Mordechi, 

TH€ Diftemper cali*cl by the Indians , Mwie^ 
chi^ is properly no more, than an Indige- 
ftion, very frequewt among rhe Indims^ \vhofe 
Stomachs by reafon of the violence of the -Heats, 
and the continual Sweats, are very weak, and 
confeqiiently apt to be furfeited ; fo that fome- 
times this Diftemper, as flight as it appears at firft 
fight, is very dangerous, and kilk People in a few 
hours time, if they are ^lot aflift'cd with proper 
Remedies. 

Excefs in eating and drinking, ^fpecially of luexifet 
fuch things as are not of an eafie Digeftion, efpe-^^ signs. 
cially at Night is the ordinary Caufe of this Di- 
j|pmper. Its figns are, fudden Heat, pains in the. 
Head, want of reft^l with a Feveri Deliritm^ Vo^ 
miring and Loofenefi; ; the Pulfeis ft^olig and un- 
even, the Urine fometimes red, fometimes white, 
tut always clear; Thefe figns arc not -always ap- 
parent in one and the fame Subjeft, but this Di- 
ftemper being very acute, and making quick dif- 
patch, it is not advifable to ftay till all of them 
appear, but by fome of them it is eafie to guefe 
at the reft. 

The firft and chief Remedy to be apply 'd tf^rit Cure. 
thofe whom they imagine to be leiz'd with the 
Mordechi is, to Burn their Feet ; This they dp - 
with a red hot Iron of the thicknefs of a common 
Roafting-Spit, wherewith the>* touch the Feet 
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pf the Patient crofi the Ankles^ in that part v^her^ 
it is moft caliqus, and hold it clofe ta the place, 
till the Patient begin to cry but, and figiufiie there- 
by that he begins to be fenfible of the Pain, when ., 
it is takfeii away immediately ; which done, they 
t3*:e Si, Slipper or fome fuch thing, , and give two or, 
three goodStroaks upon the place^ where the Iroa* ' 
has toucht, which prevents the rifing of a Blifter, 
witho]Lit auy further Ap|Jlication. 

This manner of biimmg with an Iron, as ter- 
rible as it appears at'6rft nght^ does not any khi- 
iideral^e to the place where it is apply 'd \ and I 
have feen {bme walk as freely immediately aft^, 
as If they had nul: been touched with any thing.. 
It isceitain that this Remedy flops the violence of 
the Muriechif and oftentimes cures all its Sym- 
ptoms in an inftafit \ and if it happen that th^ 
Fever continue fome time after, it never proves 
dangerous, a,nd feeafieto be cur'd by ordinary 
Remedies. 

It is al(b in th^sfe Feveis, tha|: the hdi4as put a- 
l?undahce of Pepper in the Cange, which they give 
both inwardlv to the Patients, and apply it out- 
M^ardly to' tneir Heads, as we have ixienrion'd it 
before. And generally fpeaking, it is only by 
th^& means and burning undsr the Feet, they . 
cure * this Diftemper, without letting BIcod, 
which wpuld* infallibly prove mortal, if it were 
made ufe of in die beginning of this Diftempier. 
. Neither do they prelcribe any Purgatiolis ("if there 
be occafion f(5f any J till aftej the moil violent 
Symptoms are ceaied, and that there is ha further 
*. appeatancie of a Fever. 

I don't in the leall queftion, but that abundance 
of People will look upon this Curci, which is 
performed by burnihg the Feet, as ridiculous, and 
not fit to be taken notice of^ coivddermg there 
feems to be fo very flender a relation betwixt the 
Remedy and the Diftemper, for which it is ppt ir\ . 
ufe. I cannot deny, but that at my firft coming' 
into the Indies^ Iwas of die fame' C5)inion, till' 
' ^ * ^ being: 
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ience of hiS Friends, or Parents. For diis Fev^^ 
without duly pondering'all the Circumftances, may 
deceive the moft expert Phyfician, t having kiiowii 

f/Xamples of thofe that died ot this Dmemper, 
ecaufe they were but once let blood. 
The chief Iiidicatibn of the whole Cure con* . 
fifts in reftoring the decayed ftrength and fpif its of 
i the Patient, which is beft tb be done bygiving 
him Meats of ah eafie Digefiipn, and or good 
Nouriihment i as gRpd Jelly J3roths, New-laul 
Eggs, and other Meats prepared with all forts of 
good Gravies . Let theni^rink good Wine, mix*d 
lefs or more with Water, kccor^ng as they werd 
tifed to drink it, when they were in health i buo 
let tliem by no means drink common Wa|:er ot^ 
Barley Water, for fear that the abovementioncd Di- 
^t ihould augment dbe Fever, it being fb far froili 
it, that it will certainly rembve it:

Open, c6nfe(iuently facilitate the .Expulfion of the 
' venomous Matter, they make worfe havock h^re 
than in £itrofe^ l^y the unsk ilfulheft df the Pan*- 
dites^ who bein^ ignorant of the true way<* 
atflifting Nature m her efforts by pr^er RfV^di^i 
Jet heroe opprels'd by the weight w ^i Dlftetti- 
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Thefe Pagan Phyficiam ufcd to be extreamly 
fcan Jaliz d when chey faw us let tiood aiid order 
tlyfters befbre the eruption of the Small-Pox ; 
ind tho* th'^y tound the fucceis :c the mcft pare 
anfwerablc to the intention, for which they were 
put in praciife, yet they could not overconie their 
own obftinacy fo Ur a§ to follow cur footlteps. 

The Mdahars ufe thofe infefted with this Di- 
ftemper more cruelly thaiL any others of the 
Elrtern-Nations^ For they ^iie noc contented to 
let them lie alone without giving them the lea ft 
attendance or any other manner of affiftance, for 
fear of an infefticn ; but they won't even endure 
thern in theii* Houfes, but expofe them at a good 
diftance from their dwelling-places, under fome 
Tree or another. All thecare they take of them, 
is to bring them every day fome Cange, which 
they leave near theiii, without taking thelesdfti 
Care whether they take it or not 5 For they can't 
be pei£vaded to touch any body that is afSided 
with the Small'Pox, for fear uf catching them, 
till they are fully reltor'd to Healtli, which is the 
reafon (as it is eafie to be judged) that they prove 
fo fatal among them. 
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CHAP. X. 

Of the %tmgs of the Adder fl. . - 

AMong the feveraljdnds of Adders, ivhich are 
to be found In rht Indies^ fome ate of fo per- 
nicious a nature, diat, whenever they infe£l any 
Perlon, he dies in an inftant, without the ieaft 
hope of relief. , Of this kin^ are the green ones, 
of which I have fpoke before, when I treated of 
the Coaft of MMar^ The Poyfon wliich iffoej 

• ' rrom 
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from the reft, being not altogether of fa quick an 
operation,, give one fomerimes. ieifurc to otfviate 
tne Evil jSy proper Antidotes. i 

They make ufein the Indies^ of a certain Stone, 
which they fay, is found in m^ Heads of ibme ] 

Adders, and for thj^treafpn is call'd by the Portn^ '/ :j 

gefes^ Pedra de Cvbre^ or Adders Stone, This rhe Mn '\ 
they apply to the place vvhere the Adder has fixed Icr-ftonc, 
her Poyfon, wherej:he Stone f aftens it felf, with- 
oiit any other help,' and having fuckU in as tnxich 
of the Poyfon, as it is able to contain, it falls off; 
Then they put it. in Milk, where haying difcharg'd 
the Poyfon it had attrafted before, it is apply *d ^ 
afrefh in the fame manner, as before, till fuchtinje 
that it will net faften no longerp which is an evi- 
dent figri, that the Poyfon is ren^oved, and thp < 
Danger paft. , • , 

It is otfervable, that when this Scone is putia 
Milk 'to difcharge the Poyfon, the Milk appears 
as if Excrements had been put into itf, and 
bf feveral Colours. I have been frequently an 
cye-wirnefs of the ftupendious effefts of this 
Stone ; bUt the wbrft is^ that it is a great Rarity 
to meet with a good one, tl^ere being abundance 
of Counteifeit ones^ who have not the fame 
Vertue. . 

If it therefore happen that any cme be bitten 
by an Adder, and you have npt any of thefe 
true Stone, at hand,, the bell way is to have that 
part W'hefe the Wound is, fcarified, and by the . 
help of Cups to draw as njuch Blood from thence 
as you can 5 afterMyards apply tp the place fiich Re- 
medies, as have a peculiar Vertue to attraft Poy- 
fon, frgm the Center of the Body to its Circum- 
ference. For which purpofe it is convenient, to , . 
keep the Wound open for a confiderable time, to 
life Juice of Citrons or Limons, in every tiling 
you eat, drink Wine, ' and take inwardly the' true 
Powder of Vipeis^ provided it may be had una-» 
dulterated. Thefe are, in my Opinion, the moft 
proper Antidotes to be made ufe of, vpon fudi aa^ 
occaiion.^ R 1 1^% 
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^ The Poyfon of thefe penuciouB Creatures being 
fb volatile, and of fb fubtii a nature, as ^tp bei 
fbon conveyed to the Heart, many times before 
it is poffible to apply proper Antidotes, a great 
many die miferably for want of prefcnt Conveni- 
ency to obviate the Evil, before it fiezes their Vi- 
tals. 

It is upon this fcorc, that we have feen fome^pf 
iSm^Ih^ohs^ who 'Were feniible of their prefent 
danger on nich anoccaCon, cut off diemfelves im- 
njemately that Member which diey knew to be 
infefled by the Poyfon. Of this I remember an • 
- inftance in a certaih Naher^ during my ftay at 
Tilcery. 

This Gentleman being a little overcome by the 
Tarj or Palm-tree Wine, found one of thefe fmall 
green Adders, (the molt pernicious "kind of alH 
which he took by the Tail, and pla/d with her fo 
, loqg, till flie found means to bite him in the Fin- 
ger. The Ifahtr^ notwithftanding he was in 
drink, bein^ feniible of the prefent danger of 
Iqpiit^ his Lire, kill'd the Adder, aad in^anin- 
■ ftantcutoff his Finger. 



CHAP. IV.

Pf the Diftemper, caU'd iy the Por^ 
, tugcfes^ Bicho. 

THE Word Bicho, fignifies in the tmugefe 
Language as much as i^n ^arth-worm, or a 
fmall Creature ; befides which the PrnHguefis^xSe 
it for three feveral forts of DiftemQ^rs,- peculiar 
to the Inhabitants of die Coaft of Brafil. 
' The firft is qccafioned by a Certain kind of a 
)|^orm, long and pretty thipk, which being en- 
gendr^d in the Legs, caufes moft cruel Pains, af- 

■'- "■" ur-" 
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t«:wards very lordkl Ulcers^ and laft of all, an . 
incurable Gangrene, if you don*t prevent it in \ 
^nic; by opening the Skin where it lies, from * 
whence you may draw out the Worm by winding 
of it gradually roimd a large Needle or fmall 
Sticks, but very gently, for fear of tearing tiie^ 
Worm in pieces, in which cafe you muft make a ' 
large Iniciuon, to talce out the renaainiug part i 
The Worm being removed, yop may apply com- 
mon Detergents to the Ulcer, and aftei* wards Ci- - 
catrife it, afcer the ordinary way. 

The Bicho of the fecond kind is a Worm, but 
fa fmall, as ii is, irapoffible to be feen by the moft 
clear-fighted. TThey are in grear ijuantities in rui- 
ned Houfes, as well as new Buildings, and amoiig 
Excrements and Doft. 

They enter infenfibly thro* the Pores of die 
Skin, efpecially in the Feet, infinuate themfelves 
betwixt the Fleih and Skin, and VvUlioraetimcs 
fettle under the Nails. The Ne^is and BraJUians, 
who go bare-fbotedy ar^ often troubled with 
them, and the Ef^o^eans, .tho they commonly '' 
wear Shoo's and Stockins, are not always free 
from this Mifchance. Thefe fmall Worms, don't 
caufe any immediate Pain j on the contrary, it is . 
^ a great while before you are fenfible of them, un- 
lefs you carefully look upon yput feet every day. 
Rut they foan increafe in your Skin, and in four- 
teen or felteen days time, grow as big as a Pea, 
and do estfily difcover thi^mfelves by their blaci? - 
Cc^our. The fafeft way is, to take them out. as 
ibon as you are fenfible of them ; for the longer 
theytemain in the Skin, the -move difficult thty 
are to be taken out ; and^ if they are there long 
enough, they will caufe a Corrflptioh, which pror » 
duces fuch malignant IMcers, th^t I have feeri of- 
tentimes Negro* s^ td have the Fleih of their Feet 
corrupted in fo miferable a manner, that che bare 
Bones aK>earM. ' .. " 

It is next to an iqiipoffibility tdavc^dcatchingof 
thefe* Worms : The only way is to take care no: to 
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let them fettle long in the Skin ; for if they b^ 
taken in time, they are not attended with any 
♦ confiderable Ul coniequences. If they have caufe4 
any Corryption or Ulcers, they may oe ciir -d after 
the common Way, after you have taken outth^ 
Worms, pr have kiird uiem with Tobaccorpow- 
4er. Befides this, the Portffgefif, living on the 
Coaft of Brajil, ire pefter'd with anpther Diftem-- 
J)er^ which they call Bicho ; This is an Inflama- 
jion in the fundamental, which as it is very com- 
mon, ft) it IS no lefs dangerous in this Coim try 5 
Ijeat^gches and Burning-heats in the affefled part^ 
t>eing the conftant. conqpaiuons of th^fe Inflama- 
tions, which are often ^ot without a Fever 5 and 
iif neglefted, produce in a few days time very 
malignant Ulcers, from whence this Diftemper 
* Jias gotten the name Bkho^ . 

• Such as keep thefe part§ clean by wafliing them 
often with fair Water only, are lefe fubjeft to this 
Evil, than fuch as do otherwife. As foon as you^ 
find your felf fiez'd by this Diftemper , bath it 
oftentimes ^ day with a Decoftion made of Li- 
Hions, and mix with it a little Salt, You may al- 
jfo put with good fuccefs Slices of Limons within 
your Fundament, which often cures the Diftem^ 
feer without any more ado, if you take it in the 
beginning: But if it he already gone intp a Cor- 
ruption, they ufed to dilate fome Gun-powder 
with a fufficient quafttity of Rofe or Plantain- 
Water, m which Liniment they dip fome Linen- 
Jlags, which they put in the Fundament, not neg- 
lefting to bath it before with the Decoftion of Li- 
pipns. iSpecial care is to be taken, that if a Fever 
appear in this* cafe, not to let bipod, it having 
been found by Experierice, that it has aiwaya 
prov'd prejudicial. It is much more fafe to ke6p 
torritant to Anodyne and Deterfive Ciyfters, ac- 
cording as the Corruption pr Inflammation is more 
pr lefs, ' find to conclude the whple Cure with a' 
' gentle Purg^- ^ ... . ,. , 
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CHAP. I. 
Of the JJk of St, Helens. 

( 
\ 

np^ E Ifle of St. Helens is fituate under ^ 
J^ 2imV Zo»^, at fixteen degrees of Southern 
-"^ Latitude, having but one. Landing-place^ 
to wit. In that Part where tht Engliff; have their 
Fort. Its Circumference is of about five League^ 
bemg furrounded with unacceiiible Rdcks ; Y<H1 
enter, or rather climb up to thelflahd, juftnear 
theFojrt^ bymanv^teps, near a Mite high,, from 
-whence a Soldier nad broke his Neck, a few Weeks 
B^re^ as he was going up, this being the only 
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Pcrfon that died therein fix years before; The 
i^ was extreamly 'wholefome here, the heat of: 
the Sun being allay'd by the continual Dews and 
fmall Rains. 

It is a very fruitful Ifland, affording good ftorc 
rfPeafe, Beans, Reddiihcs, Turpeps, Cabbages \ 
Aiuna's, Banana s, Citroift, Oranges, Melons and , 
pomegranates. The EngUJh told us, that Vines ' 
would not thrive in this Ifland. There is alfoa 
prodigious Quantity uf Rats, * who confumeall j 
the Wheat and Rice that isfow'd. They have j 
great plenty of Rabbits. T*hey have feveral times 
tranfported (bme Horfes thither, but they grew fo. 
wild in a little time, xhat they would let no body 
cx>nie near them ; and if they were purfu'd ^ 
driven into a Corner, they would rather piecipi- 1 
tatethemfelv^esfroRi rheRocfcs that furroundnie . 
Ifland, into the Sea, than fuffer themfelves ten 
becatchU ' , 

There are alfa good Patridges, and fome other 
forts of ^Id Fowl; lb that they enj y hare all 
the Conveniencies of Human Life, were it not ^ 
fer thefe Rats, which being their only redoubta- 
ble Enemies, the EngHJk endeavour by all means 
poflible, to extirpate tiom this Ifland, which be- 
longs to the EngUJh Eajt- India Cbmp5.uy. The 
inhabitants live upon Biicuit, O^', and Salt-Beef, 
befides what their own Grounds furnifh thepl With- 
al. Moft'of them have their fettkd Habitations 
in the Ifland, and only come at certain times, in 
^eir turns, to do dutjr in the Fort. 
' This ifland affords a very delightful Profpfift at 
a great diftancqatSea, by rcafon.of the yaft height 
i^t the Rocks^ which appearing at nine or ten 
Leagues diftance, feem to out-brave the force of 
ih^ whole 0?ean; 
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A Defer iption oftheJfle o/Teneriffe. 

THE Ifle of Teneriffe is about eighteen Leagued 
•* long, and ten broad. The Principal Fort, 
which lies under the eight and twentieth degree, 
has fourBaftions, which cbmmands the adjacent 
Town, caird Vera Othk,^ where is the fafeftLand- 
: ing in the whole Ifland* 

Towards the Nbich on the Sea-fide, there are 
three other fmall Forts, and on the South-fide an- 
I other Fort, buUt in the nature of a Caftle witK 
around Towers. Betwixt the Sed-fide and the 
: Town, there are two fmall Forts, which defend 
the Paffage that leads to the City. THere are in 
the plater three Monaftcries, belonging to the JU- 
iobines^ Carmelites and jiufiin Friars, as many 
Nunneries, and a Cathedral very handfomly built. 
Abou t two Leagues from Lagona^ there iiTues 
out of a. Mountain a very large Spring, on both 
fides of which are very Ingh Trees, who by the 
thicknefs of their Leaves, keep the Sun-beams 
from heating' the Water, wliich is extreamly cdol 
tiear die Spring. The circumjacent (iills weie 
ftor*d.with Orange, Citron, and Pomegranate 
Trees, the Fruits of Mrhich cOver'd the Grounds 
where they flood, on the foot of the Mountain, 
is feen a very pleafant Wildernefs, near One fide 
of which, the Water of the Spring fell from the 
defcent of the HiU, with a pie^fing noife, and 
\ fathering below in^ a Channel, run with an eafie 
I current for a League and a half thr6' the adjacent 
Plains. From tgnce it was by a large Aqtiedu£ll, 
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kboiif^half a League ih length, cbnvigred till . 
within two hundred Paces diftaiice of dleCity, 
which was furniihed with ftefli Water by two 
very large Citterns with Cocks for the ufe of 
the Inhabitants; there is alfo near the City tpoa 
a Hill a ftnall Lake, furrounded with other HiU^ 
where the Cattle'beionging to the Inhabitants ait- 
[ furnifted with Water*

Jiifl: on the point of l^knd, upon which is the

Fallifadoes. Twd other Forts are Erefted oil the 
Land fide, for the defence of the City, one of 
^jvhich lies o|i the Weft, the other on the South.fide 
of the Town. ^ 
About a League and a half Ntirth from Fernkm^ 
B5f Citji9j%uj, is the City of Ohjrda, formerly a very hand- 
Olinda. fomeCity, approaching in bignefs to the City of 
Orleans in France, before it was ruined by the Hoi- 
landers. It was built upon four Hills, which af- 
itord a. very delightful profpe^. . There are ks yet 
remaining a few edodly Houfes, but the ruins of 
the old pnes are iuSicient teftimoniesof its former 
liiftre. The remains upon one of thefe Hills Hand- 
ing to this day the houfe belonging to the Tefms^ 
wfiich has coft a Hundred thoufand Pbunds build- 
ing.

Urge and deq). On the point of this- Bay there 
might be built a Fort, which would lie very con- 
venient to Command the Bay. 

I am well atfurcd that the King of Ceylon would • 
be willing enough to beftow^tbis traft of ground 
. \ipon a Foreign Prince, in cafe they would afliil 
him againft the Dntch, who^ export the Cinnaraon 
in pi odi.j^ious Quantities, without paying any Cn- 
ftoms, under pretence that they having been at 
great Expences to deliver thit Illand fibm the Pot-- 
tagficfesy they ought to keep fuch Cities and Forts 
as diey havetaken from the Pmi^u^fes^^A (which 
by virtue of a Trearv made with the King of Q;r 
lori they were to (feliver into his handsj in their 
polftliion as a pledge for their money till it be 
repaid, and that in the mean while they take the 
Cinnamon on difcount of die intereft. ' 
. ' 'There rhight eafily a correfpondence be fetled 
betwixt Battecalo and the City of Candle^ the Re- 
fidence of the King of Ceylon^ being fituate in the 
very Cenrer of the Kland, about two days journey 
fiom Battecalo^ and as many iiOmCQlombo. 

Not far fibm the City of Cf«i/>, towards the 
fide of Battecalo^ there is a vepy fine Wood of Cin- 
namon Trees, which hitherto has elcaped both the 
hands of the Pormgnefes and T>Htch\ as beictc fo 
near the Refidence of the King. But it i8A>fl 
probable that the T>mch do not think it worthweir 
while to put themfelves to the charge, 'of fending 
a confiderable Force at fuch a diltance, the We- 
ft^itn parts aione aSjunding fo much with Ciiuia- 
mpoj that from thence all ther World may be fur- 
^ ' niili-d fuffici^ntly. 

TJie King of Q;/«i has feveral tinaes offered this

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Wood to Sale to any. foreign; power that would 
furniili him with a good Sum of Money, he being 
none ol the qcheft, becaufe die Dutch are Matters

City, but the HqlUrfder^ having bunit down

fcven ar^ on the Land-ude, two upon die River/

the Porr#ri^y^/,there is no more pmn one left in the 
hands of me Ronnian Catholicks, belonging to ike 
Crey^Friars. The high Altars and all the Chappeli^ 
are finely gilt, and beautified with Piftures. Thi 
GonTOnt whidi Was defigned for forty Friars, ,.runs . 
to ruin, there ben)g but one left now of all the icll:, 
who moft of them took refuge at Goa. 

This Church faces a very large St^uare, on t|ie 
pther fide of which is the Goyernour s houfe buiit 
at the end of an Alley of Coco Trees, plsinted bjf 
^Dfttch^ fince their being Matters of the City. 

The Church which formerly belonged tp the Je^ 
fidtf is now dedicated to the Divine Seivice oftlie 
Dmck Inhabitants, but that which bore the Name 
of St. P^f^r's-Church i$ turned into a Magazine,. . 

Towards the Sea fide, are to be feen 6ie iniint of 
riiat Famous.ChurCh called No^ra fenhora it la fa^ 
viJa, and nearer to the Fortifacations;' the Foun- 
dation of one defigned to be much hizjg&: than tlie 
odier. The reft are entirely demolilned, an4 the - 
* Z>pftch have employed the ftones of thefe Churches \ 
as of thebefl hQuSts^ towards making up their Foi*^ 
tificatioQS, which arefac'd with a kind of a red 
ftone, extreamly hard, which diey fetch from a 
neighbouring Rack. 

& the tinie of the Portf^Hefes, diere were two 
v«y ftately Fountains in the City which have been 
ruined by the U^r^A, who make now life of Well 
Water only, nvhich is here pretty good. 

Every thing is Sold here at an extraordinary 
cheap rate t you buy a tolerable good Cow for 
aCrown, a good Hog for half a C;n>wn, a Gpofe 
for four Pence, and a Pullet ftr two Pence, Rice 
aiid very good white Bread at the rate of a Penny 
jp#r Pound.

SmeT^ttculars concermnv the Cape 
of Good- Hops- of ihe Dutch 
fort at Table ♦Bay, 4nd of th

THE Inhabitants near the Caift ofGood-Hop^, 
call'd in their Language Cafrts^ or Hautet^ 
tfihahitsatS' tones, ace all black , foth Men and Women 
fieif' rb; go nakecL only covering their privy Taxts, with 
Cape of a piece of an Oxes-hide. It is very rare to meet 
Good- fiere with a Savage who has above oDe Tdlide, 
Hope* which is always the left, the.ri^tl)eing taken out 
ibon after they are born,* dns Ceremony being 
ufed among them, as Circumcifion is &moo^ the 
Mahometans. The Cliiefeft among them jM^ear a 
kind of a little Cloak, nude out of tiie Skin of 
Beafts: . . .. . r 

- They look upon Blacknels as a great Ferfeflion, 
and happy is he who is Mailer d£k gopd old 
black earthen P6t or Frying-pan, the ouc-iide of 
^hich (erve$ them to blacken their Faces ; whidv 
j^fcerwards they beautifie, fthc^ in a ttioft barba- 
rous mannerj by niakiij^ deq> impreiftpns in it 
with their Nails, in which they put Brick-duft; 
Theh- common Food is the EntraiU of Eeaft. You 
feldom pheet any of them, without good ftore of 
raw Tripe about them 'of all forts of Beafts, 
' which they look upon as the beft Dainty: 

' They, all lead a Vagabond life, roving up and 
down m the Fields in the dajf-time, towards night * 
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they retire to the Movintains or .Forefts, where ^ 

k they have their Huts^ covered /with the Hides of * 

Beaite, near which they keep Fires all night long. 
There are not the leaft foorileps of Religioji to be . ' '■ 
found among them, unlefs that they leein lo ilievy . 
a particular refpcd to the Fire, when the Sun do s 
not appear. It is next to an impoiribilicy to ima- 
gine the barbarity of this Nation, aqd how little ' 
relation their mamier x)f living has to the Guftom*s 
of other Nations,' who have received the leaft 
tmfture of Civil Society. . . 

Table-Bay isneay twelve Leagues inCompafsjT-ab'^, 

the Country round about being extreamly fertile jjay. 
and beautituL There is very Tafe riding at An- 
chor here for Ships, which lying under a high 
$hoar, are on all fides piotefted againft the vio- 
lence of the 'Winds. Our Ships rid here at fix 
fathoms d^pth. , 

Neverthele/s is this Bay at certain Seafons pe- 
fter'd with Hurricanes, which they call S^tphdles, '; 

and prove fometimes dangerous, to fuch Ships as 
are furprifed by them in,the Bay/ 

The Dutch h^d formerly a Fort hereof four rtt Dutch. 
Baftions, which defended the entrance of the fort. 
Bav > it was very ftrong, being well palliia^o'd 
widi a deep Ditch round abput it,- well provided 
\ with Cannon which commanded the Road j The 
Commander in chief, and* the Faftor g«n*ral ufed 
to live yvithin this Foft, ' but fince they have buirt 
another Roj^alFoit of fivife Baftions, being all 
fac'd with Iquare Stone, the other has been de- 
rnoliihpd, and the Seat of the Gpvernour, and. 
'forae other of their prinpip^^ Men has been tranf- 
planted Ukewile from thence to this place. 

About two Leagues from the Sea-fide, there is 
a^ very fine and richly furniihed Houfe belonging 
to t\iQ. Putcif Eafi'In^ia Cqxsxo^y^ with a. very Dutch 
feir Garden belonging to it, wWe you might fee Eaji-India 
•all forts of Herbs and Pulfe, andampng chertftHouIc. 
Cabbages of a prodigious bignefs. .- Herfe wtr^ 
Olive-nees full of Olives, very fine Apples of 

S. 4 divcrs^ 
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divers kinds, Hw Chretien Pears^ Ocai^e an^ 
^ .Gb^Ihut-rtrees,' all of them either inBIoffom^ ok 
aU ftock'd with Fnut&^ About two Acres of GiQUHd 
"^^ were endoied,/ and planted withVines^ and die 
*' ^'^ Oi^pei^ did notwint ^ve a fortnight or three 
Weeks to come to pesfb^ion. We met with a few 
Btinches in diis Vineyard, which being pretty ripe, 
We tafted of them, but, could' not give an exad 
Judgment of thieic gbodnefs y but tSott who had 
^runk of the tWihe laade our of thefe Grape^ 
aflurediis, that both in tafteand goodne^, it came 
near to ^(s Rhenifh Wine* 
-. . AUroumf about thisHoufe, and from thence

<were K) barren, as to be only a proper recei^ade 
for Cormprants and other biros tSf Prey.

fsnd of iVi>z/i?9ifor: Onthe fourthof 2>#r«mA0r, a 
Throne beti^ ^ced near die Gate of the Fort 
Voffhin^ the Sieiirs if Qret^loMfy Lieutenant Ge- 
neral in ^Ed^^fydics^^DetaRatumerelAdxfSasl 
de Camp, and the Sieurs drC^^inyri^civ and /4 C;^^ 
with the reft of the Marine Officers having taken 
their refpeaivc Places^ the Sieur « U Hayes Pa^ 
t^t being read in their prefence, by virtucfof 

which^ hf >a« Genftiflitcd yice-ftcy over Ac >^ 
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iiiv, in the King <rf" Frances Name, with a full 
Power to adminifter Juftice^ and excrcife all other 
A^ belonging ^ to the Government in all places 
under the King's JurilHiftron ( even not except- 
ed the Eccleiialticks ) all. there prefent took 
the Oath of Allegiance to the King, and that of 
li (uhnow- Fidelity to the Sicur i la Haye.

^^^cfi £s cau^ immediately a General Amnefty to be pu-

Sttbjr£ts in thofe Parts, to leave 'the Service of 
Foreigners, and return into the Pay of tke Frem;iy 
Eafl-Iadia Company, under pain or Death. 

Then arifins from the Throne, h^conftituted 
die Sieur de Charmagou, Lieu tenant* O^ral in the 
King's .Name^ and the Sicuv d^iaCafi^ Major of 
the Illand, ofwhich he took poflfeflfcn m the King *s : 
Name,, into whofe hands the Eajt^India Company. 
had refign'd it, by reafon of the mifmanagemenc 
of their Agents and Officers. , 

The Sieur dc la Haje, whofe Authority was not 
limited as die former Governours had been, who 
could not undertake any thing of moment with- 
out the apprc^ation of die Direftors and the. 
Council, being refolved to bring under the King s 
Obedience the Neighbouring places, propofed to 
the Sieurs de Charmagot4, and de la Cafi^ to attack 
Remwfaje, who being the next Neighbour to the 
French^ had refuted to do Homage to him. 

He bad hitherto been an Ally of the Ir^^ri, 
bat having lately ralrried his Daughter to A?w/- 
' i^W, ^^heir mortal Enemy, the Sieur de la Haye. 

thoaghc it moft advifable to thwart the Defign of 
this new Alliance by an open Rupture. 

For which purpofe^ having demanded ttoni 
them all the 4rms they formerly had received 
from iheFyeffch, and fuchFire-lbcfeji^ they had 
lately bought from a Ihtech Ship; they fen t word, 
that, they were refolved not to part witfo their. 
Arms, ^s loiis as they had any Ufe kit them; 

The 
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The Sieur' ^ U Haje, having got tx)gech^. t 
Bodyof feven hundred rrewh, apd iixliundred 

who behaved himfelf with gieit Bravery, and rc- 
^ pulfed the French with coniioerable Lois in &veral Attitls 
Attacks ; And finding himfelf not in a CoBdition ^he n&» 
t6 refift the Fu]:y of his Enemies, he found mei^ tivti p^hU 
tbinake an honourable Retreat to ^ phce wi^s^'^Kt Smcffs 
he could not bepurfud but with a great deal ci^ 
difficulty. 

The moil are of opirdpn, that t^e iU Succds of 
. this Enterprife was to be attributed to the Jeal9U<« ' 
fie there was betwixt the Sieui* ik U Haje^ and the • 
Sieur de Charmagou, the laft of which not brook- 
ing the Affi'pnt of bein^ Colsunandea in a place, 
where he had been Chief before, without <iu^on 
rendred the whple Ddign abortive, --'^^l 

The Sieur delaHaje ^ having UjjbyJtovinc'd 
byexperien^^thatall his IndullryTl^icy, and 
abiolute Power flood him in little ilead in a place, 
where there was a Faftion of a contiary Interefl, 
who direfted all their Actions for a &r different 
End from his Inteiitions, he tliou^it it moft ad- 
vifable, to leave the management of this liland to 
thofe, who had contra^lecT a habit of command- 
ing there, lonjg before his amval iri thofe Parts. 

For which purpoie, haying' call'd^- cogechej'.al] 
his Officei^s and others that were come alone witll 
him from Frdnce^ he ordered them to embarque 
on board the Ship under bis Command, with 
whom he fet fail for the Ifle of Mafcareigns. . 

Thus Was the.IIle of AtaiagafcMr, about which ^^^wx 
they had nude fuch glorious Projeifts in France^ Madagafv 
entirely abdnfloned by the King's Forces, and iiot ^^*

The Houfes of the com- 
mon People, are built bnly with Canes and Bran-^*^'/*^^ v 
cbes of the Palm Tree j Thofe of the Richer fort Suratte. 
are of Wood and (lohe, but at the bell not above 
two jftories high, flat on the top with T'erraffes^ad- 
' 6: ned with flowers and water- works, for die bet- 
ter conveniericy and diverfion. of its lahabitants, e- 
fpecially among the Afahmctms.^ Theii Houfes 
have very few windows towards the ilreets, mbft 
df them looking into the Court, they being fextia- 
vagantly jealous of their Wives,for fear they fliduld 
be too niuch taken with ftrangers, of whom there 
is here always a great number of all Nations. 

They are no lefs careful of their Treafure, for

t take it for granted, that there are few phbek 
in thofe parts, weie this Company (hren^thned ind 
eftabljifhed under the Proteftion of Lems theCrii^, 
may not efhbliih themfelves^either hy the Confent 
oif thelnhabitants or forc^ ofArmss whereforel judge 
it advifable to ellabliih Colonies on the Afiricm '

The Ifle of Madegafcar ought to be considered 
i& the duef place of jEletreat tor fuch Ships of the

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tiompzxiy as SaU to the Baft-tnJUcs. I am abfo-' 
lately ctf opitiion^ that the fifft phDJef! made in • 
France concerning that Ifland, ought not to be laid 
afide,.bat is to be purfued toall its intents ani 
purpofes. ^ For^ tefi^es that, it is not for the Ho-: 
ubur of France thusi to ^abandon an Enterprifei 
M^kh they look'd upon as fo atfvantagious to the 
Nation i Thejitgationof this Ifland, it^Produas 
a?id Riches^, are fufficient Invitations for us toeT 
ftabliih bur Cdlonies anaong them. , 

/It ought 'to be taken into Confideration, tfiat 
tluslfland lies betwixt thtiyiq Indies^ ^reisgj 
good a Road neat Fort-DoufHine^zndinthQ Bay of 
Jntogii Beef there is iii fuch plenty, thatyre have 
taken forty Thoufand Osten :at a time, after wq . 
had defeated one of their C7riw<7/: ; WildUFowI,. 
Fifh, Fruits, Gra))es, Honey and Wax it produces 
in great abundance, ,and.the very Mountains bring 
forth good ftore of Ripe. Their Waters are exceir 
lently good> and the Ground is ■feer^ : Riph aftd 
Fruitful; There is not the leaft queftion,^ but tfia^ 
if the Grounds were carefully cultivated they 
would produce very good Wheat, and tjrc 0rap|5^ 
might be bcought to maturity. But if. it we^e b- 
therWifc, Wheat may beeafily Tranipol-ted thither 
from Suratte^ from the Coiaft of MaUihar and Co- ' 
romaniet^ where it is very ^hcap. The defeft oif 
good Wine might be eafily fupplyed from the CW- 
nary Iflands, where it cofts not above four Pence a! 
Pint, and a Pint confidering its ftrength, will 
go further than a Quart of French Wine j iJefidei 
that, this Wine gows better by keeping, it being 
much filler after it has Iain four years; than it was 
it the firfti It would alfo be no difficult matter t6 
tranfport thither of our ^r/««/r Wine, Perfian and' 
Goat Wines, and as 4nuch Brandy as they Have oc- 
caficjn. . . 

There is fcarce any Commodity which tlie£i»'o- 
^^4»/ are Matters of in Africa^ Anf erica; and -4/Z^, 
but what you nieet with in the tile ofjMaii^ap;ar J 
Jhey have Pepper^ a fort of NutfECgs, and Clove - 
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Trees, ill forts of Guros, Spices, Sugar, To- . . r 
bJicco, precious Stones^ Silver and Gold, • S?T 

I cannot be perfuaded,that what the Natives tell ^^^^ ^ 
us is true ; to wit, that what Gold they have, was 
brought into thfe Ifland by fome Ships which C^^fu-^ 
aj|y came near that ihoar, whereof fome periflied' 
thereabouts ; there being fcarce a Man or Woman 
fo mean, but what ^ve fome Golden Ornaments ; 
about them » not to mention here-the Treafures * 
hparded up by theiir Grands^ which they never 
touch but in cafe of the grcateft extremity n and 
feems to be a convincing argument, that there are 
fome Gold Mines in this Ifland. 
• The Sieur de la Cafe was not ignorant of this ad- 
vantage, and Monfieur ie la JmUeray:, was fo well 
convinced of the Riches and yue Value of the . 
Products of this Ifland, .that he would never p^rc 
with ^3 right, while he lived. 

The Sieur ie Caron got once into his poflefli- 
on a piece of Araber-Greefe, weighing Eighteen- 
Ounces. There is a Prodigious quantity of Silk 
and Cottpn in the Ifland \ and ytt thefe are the 
chief Commodities, whichare brought out of the- , 
Territories of the Qreat Mogul, and of fourteen o- 
ther Kings, his Tributaries, who all muft be court- 
ed By great Prefents to allow the Exportation of 
thefe Commodities. 

. As for the Air of Madagafcar, it is vcrv whole- 
fome and pure, witnefs thofe oi its Inhabitants 
who arrive to a great age, it being common a- 
mong them to fte fome of a Hundred and Twenty 
years of Ace. It cannot be deny'd, but that it has 
not provecf fo agreeable to the French conftituti- 
on, out if the matter be duly weighed, it will ap-. 

giar, that 4iis proceeded more from the change of 
iet, and from their carlefnefs in not keeping 
their Stomachs warm, than from any other caufo ; 
For I have made this obiervation, that thofe born 
under a cold Climate, if tranlported into thofe 

parts, ought not to negl eft that point,as they, ten- 
der tneir jiealth and lives.
